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CONTROVERSY 
OVER CASH TO 
FOSTER KIDS 


KENT and Medway local 
authorities have been failing to 
pay out enough child mainte¬ 
nance money to hundreds of 
foster carers. 

The Government has made recommen¬ 
dations since 2006 for the amount local 
authorities should provide for the day-to- 
day care of fostered children and young 
people for basic needs such food and 
clothes. But Kent County Council and 
Medway Council have both been falling 
short of the mark. 

In 2007-08, carers of a 16-plus young 
person in Kent received only £145 a week 
and those in Medway £134. 

These were were the lowest payments 
in the South East, according to figures 
from the charity the Fostering Network, 
which carries out an annual survey of 
local authorities. 

The charity recommended a payment of 
£204 for the child’s maintenance. Foster 
carers receive a separate payment for 
their work. 

The Department for Children, Schools 
and Families (DfCSF) said foster carers of 
a young person in that age group should 
be paid around £169 per week as a mini¬ 
mum maintenance allowance. At the top- 
end, Reading and Surrey councils were 
paying £324 and £232 respectively.

There are around 700 foster carers cur¬ 
rently registered with KCC, and around 
130 in Medway. There are usually not 
enough carers to cope with the numbers 
of children needing foster care. 

Children are often fostered because 
they are not able to live with their own 
family due to a death, illness or family 
breakdown. 

In some cases children or young people 
are removed from their family for their 
own safety and the local authority 
becomes responsible for their welfare. 
Fostering can be either short or long-term. 

“As far as we are concerned more 
should be spent on the fostering system in 
Kent,” a foster carer told Kent on Sunday 

“The system itself needs to be over¬ 
hauled because it is held together with a 
needle and thread... they run it in this 
Dickensian way and it is not going to 
work, not now, not in this time period.” 

Medway Council said it had increased 
the amount it paid for a 16-plus young 
person to £184 a week last year, which 
goes beyond DfCSF recommendations. 

Derek Wyatt, the Labour MP for 
Sittingbourne and Sheppey, has been 
helping foster carers get their voices 
heard and raising the issue of minimum 
allowances for eight years. 


He said the situation in Kent was unac¬ 
ceptable. Asked if KCC had failed in its 
responsibilities to foster carers, he said: 
“That is correct, as they always do with 
social issues.” 

The DfCSF said it was considering mak¬ 
ing the minimum allowance statutory. 

Mr Wyatt said: “There are systems 
already in place, but it is always the peo¬ 
ple at the bottom who need to shout the 
loudest and who need the most help and 
always do not get it.” 

The Fostering Network said the majori¬ 
ty of local authorities were meeting the 
Government’s minimum allowance, but 
said its calculations showed foster carers 
should be paid more to meet the true cost 
of looking after children and young people. 

A spokesman said: “Our view is that all 
foster carers should be paid at least the 
Government’s minimum allowance. 

“Currently, the Government’s national 
minimum fostering allowance is not 
statutory. Our view is that it should be 
and the Government should look more 
closely at the true cost of looking after a 
fostered child.” 

KCC said it has been phasing in the 
national minimum allowance over three 
years and hoped to be paying foster car¬ 
ers the amount recommended from April 
this year.

Power supplies must 
be secured warns MP

ENERGY wars abroad could hit 
the UK in future unless the 
Government does more to safe¬ 
guard its own supplies, a Tory 
power expert has warned. 

A number of countries throughout Europe 
have been hit hard by Russia’s decision 
to cut gas supplies to Ukraine, with thou¬ 
sands of homes, businesses and schools left 
without heating this week. 

While the Government has insisted the 
UK will not be affected by the crisis, the 
Tories say not enough has been done to 
secure energy supplies for the future. 

Shadow energy secretary Greg Clark, who 
is also the MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
described the dispute as “unacceptable and 
very worrying”. 

He added: “The Government is being com¬ 
placent and careless in saying this will have 
no effect in the UK 

“North Sea gas output has been in decline 
for several years and by 2020 the UK will be 
importing 80 per cent of its gas. 

“Britain is becoming one of the most vul¬ 
nerable countries in Europe to turbulence in 
gas supply, meaning UK consumers pay the 
price because we are more exposed to

volatile gas prices than our neighbours.” 

Russia stopped supplying gas to Ukraine 
on New Year’s Day in a row about unpaid 
bills, at a time when freezing temperatures 
throughout Europe was pushing up demand. 

The EU depends on Russia for about a 
quarter of its total gas supplies, some 80 per 
cent of which is pumped through Ukraine. 

Phenomenon 

South Thanet Conservative prospective 
parliamentary candidate Laura Sandys is 
director of the think tank Security Futures, 
where she has responsibility for energy. 

Ms Sandys, whose father Duncan was a 
former defence minister and also the son-in- 
law of Sir Winston Churchill, says she has 
seen for herself the impact upon countries 
“under Russia’s thumb”. 

She said: “Some of us have been warning 


the UK government that sitting around 
waiting for Russia to take control of our 
energy security is a dangerous strategy. 

“In Georgia I saw a man shot in the head 
allegedly at the instructions of Russian 
energy interests. 

“I have also been in a former Soviet coun¬ 
try’s capital when the whole city’s electricity 
was turned off to get the attention of the 
population, sending a clear message that 
although they might pretend to be inde¬ 
pendent, Russia is still in control. 

“For more than 10 years energy politics 
has been raising its head - it is not a new 
phenomenon. Despite government reviews, 
absolutely nothing has happened in this 
country to secure our energy sources. In my 
view this government has ducked the real 
decisions to secure our energy supply and left 
us in a vulnerable negotiating position.” 

A spokesman for the Department of 
Energy and Climate Change played down 
the UK’s dependence on Russia. 

He said: “We backed the EU’s call for gas 
supplies to be restored immediately and for 
both parties to restart negotiations with a 
view to a speedy resolution of this commer¬ 
cial dispute. We do not expect this dispute to 
impact UK supplies because the UK has 
diverse sources of gas supply that ensure we 
are not reliant on any single supplier. 

“We import less than two per cent of our 
gas from Russia and can replace this from 
other sources if we need to.”

have been increasing year-on-year 
to take into account inflation. 

Fosterers in Kent said they were 
afraid to speak out against KCC. 

One experienced carer from the 
county, who asked to remain 
anonymous, said: “Children in 
school who are misbehaving are 
often ‘looked-after’ children. 

“We have had children who have 
gone to special units because they 
are badly behaved and the school 
has said ‘we cannot cope with the 
child’ and sent them home. 

“This is what foster carers have 
to deal with, it involves a huge 
amount of work with the children 
to try and turn them round so 
they can cope with society and not 
become a burden to it. And that is 
difficult without the support.” 

KCC said it needs to recruit 
another 130 foster carers this year. 
It is particularly looking for peo¬ 
ple in Tunbridge Wells, 


Maidstone, Canterbury and Dover 
and also those willing to care for 
teenagers and sibling groups. 

The carer added: “With so 
many of the children these days, 
just looking after them is not 
enough, they have so many prob¬ 


lems you need to have certain 
skills. Children’s behaviour has 
changed and all these things 
should be taken into account - 
that is why it has become very 
difficult to keep carers. 

“We try and make these kids 


have a reasonable life because 
they come from a really poor one. 

“It is their background that has 
caused their misbehaviour and 
quite a few have mental illness 
and need counselling to help 
them get over the trauma. Many 
are brought into care too late.” 

Cllr Leyland Ridings, KCC’s 
cabinet member for children, 
said: “Standardised maintenance 
rates were introduced in 2006 
and set by the DfCSF for the 
South East region. 

“Kent undertook a commit¬ 
ment to phase in the new 
allowances over three years - 
2009-10 is the third year. 

“It is anticipated that KCC car¬ 
ers will be receiving in April, 
2009, the agreed DfCSF mainte¬ 
nance allowance. 

“Funding for this has been allo¬ 
cated in the draft budget, which 
will be considered by full council 
next month.”

Drug dealers jailed 
for Class A offences

THREE men have been 
jailed for their part in sup¬ 
plying vast amounts of Class 
A drugs across the county. 

Karl Allen, 20, Lawrence 
Trowell, 18, and Steven 
Convey, 18, were part of a 13- 
strong gang arrested by 
police in August, 2008, and 
charged with conspiracy to 
supply heroin and crack 
cocaine. All pleaded guilty to 
the charges. 

Allen, from Gillingham, 
was sentenced to three years 
behind bars for his role in 
the gang, while Trowell and 
Convey, both from Chatham, 
received 30 months. 


The leader of the network, 
Calvin Smith, 24, of no fixed 
address, was sentenced to 10 
years in prison and his right- 
hand man Zouhir Ben- 
Kmayal, 27, also of no fixed 
address, received a sentence 
of eight years. 

Matthew Olujosun, 21, 
from Woolwich, was sen¬ 
tenced to six years and two 
17-year-olds - who cannot be 
named for legal reasons - 
were also jailed, with one 
receiving four years and the 
other 18 months. 

The men were arrested fol¬ 
lowing a nine-month police 
operation, which saw 


£20,000 in cash and drugs 
with an estimated street 
value of £6,000 seized. 

Det Chief Insp Jon Sutton 
was delighted with his offi¬ 
cers’ work. He said: “The 
operation required a huge 
amount of hard work and 
dedication from the officers 
involved and I am pleased 
the sentences reflect the 
severity of the charges.

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North Kent will 
be hit by flight 
path changes 

THE skies above north Kent are set to be 
filled with thousands of extra aircraft if 
plans for new flight paths at Heathrow go- 
ahead, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

The news conies as the Government is 
expected to make a decision about propos¬ 
als for a third runway and sixth terminal at 
the country’s busiest airport within the 
next two weeks. 

Ministers are also considering allowing 
more planes to use the existing runways at 
the site, which will change the existing 
flight paths for aircraft. 

Aircraft Turning points’ used on their 
final approach to the airport will be moved 
eight miles farther from the airport, which 
in the east would take them over Dartford. 

James Willis, the Liberal Democrats’ 
spokesman for the town, said: “I am deeply 
concerned that residents are going to suffer 
under Labour plans to unnecessarily increase 
flights to and from Heathrow airport. 

“The new flight paths, proposed from as 
early as next year, could mean thousands of 
aircraft thundering above Dartford homes.” 

He said research by environmental 
groups and the Lib Dems showed that 
there are 100,000 domestic flights per year 
from Heathrow that would be quicker as 
rail journeys. 

“With Ebbsfleet International on our 
doorstep, the Government should stop 
subsidising domestic air travel with tax 
breaks and should commit to serious invest¬ 
ment in our railways,” Mr Willis added. 

“Committing to these sensible proposals 
would prevent Dartford residents being 
blighted by this noise pollution, save money 
and help the environment.” 

Anti-airport expansion campaigners 
accused the Government of expanding 
Heathrow by stealth because the plans for 
flight path changes were not made clear in 
the consultation document published in 
2007. 

The changes and associated aircraft noise 
are set to affect millions of people living in 
the Home Counties and outer London. 

Southeastern set 
to axe 300 jobs 

THE transport union has called 
Southeastern’s decision to axe 300 jobs over 
the coming year as “unjustifiable”. 

The Kent train company blamed “reduced 
passenger journey growth” and the finan¬ 
cial downturn for the job losses, which will 
affect workers in managerial, administra¬ 
tive and support roles. But the Rail, 
Maritime and Transport (KMT) union said 
the Government should be telling 
Southeastern that redundancies during the 
current economic crisis were “not on”. 

Bob Crow, the union’s general secretary, 
said: “Southeastern is part of a group that 
has been raking in record profits and these 
planned cuts are not only unjustified, but 
underline that Govia [the franchise owner] 
is interested only in making money.” 

Southeastern said there would be 90 
redundancies in the first quarter of the year 
and claimed the remainder of positions 
would go through ‘natural turnover’, such 
retirements.

White working class 
fears over immigrants

WHITE working-class people in 
towns such as Chatham and 
Margate feel alienated from the 
Government over immigration 
issues, a new report suggests. 

Research carried out on behalf of the 
Communities and Local Government depart¬ 
ment showed a lack of discussion about 
concerns had created an atmosphere where 
rumours spread by the far-right were soon 
believed to be true. 

They include suggestions immigrants 
receive priority in social housing. 

However, South East minister Jonathan 
Shaw said while he agreed with parts of the 
report, he also felt many working-class people 
in Kent had no such concerns. 

The Chatham and Aylesford Labour MP 
said: “I think we have to recognise the needs 
and concerns of all sections of the community, 
and so we shouldn’t lose sight of the points 
that are identified in this research. 

“I think people want to understand and 
hear the Government, and community lead¬ 
ers recognise there can be concerns about 
the new people coming in and I think that 
if their issues are addressed then they will 
be fine. It’s certainly something we should 
talk about. 

“I was out talking to people in Chatham the 
other night and a lady who had lived in 
the centre of town for more than 40 years said 
her new Slovakian neighbours were some of 
the nicest she had ever had. 

“For a lot of people their concerns are 
about the behaviour of others rather than 
their colour or what country they come 
from. People who are indigenous to this 
country can cause problems, as can those 
who have come from abroad.” 

The British National Party currently has 
more than 350 members in Kent, according 
to a list leaked on the internet in November. 

Party leaders claim their support in the 
county is growing and have announced they 
will place candidates in all 22 Medway 
wards at the next elections. 

Facts highlighted in the study, which 
involved interviews of 43 people in 
Birmingham, Milton Keynes, Norfolk and 
Cheshire, showed there was a link between 
deprivation and apparent hostility to 
minorities. 

However, few of the people questioned had 
regular contact with such minorities and 
many found it difficult to talk about their 


Chat show host 
loses Five show

been axed by channel Five, resulting in job 
cuts. 

The channel confirmed the show, which 
has been running for four years, will come to 
an end later this year, just two years after 
filming was shifted to Maidstone Studios. 

A total of 85 employees at the show’s pro¬ 
duction company Town House, which has 
offices in Maidstone and Norwich, will lose 
their jobs. 

It has been reported the presenter, who 
was diagnosed with breast cancer in March, 
2007, broke the news to her employees on 
Friday morning. 

Goddard, 51, told the BBC: “I have enjoyed 
my time at Five, but I look forward to excit¬ 
ing new challenges ahead. I am particularly 
sorry for the fantastic crew and contributors 
who made the show,” she added. 

“People up and down the country are los¬ 
ing their jobs and their homes in the current 
recession, so I don’t feel sorry for myself.”

concerns for fear of being branded racist.

Sayeeda Warsi, Tory shadow minister for 
community cohesion and social action, said 
the report showed Labour had “completely 
lost touch with their so-called roots”. 

She added: “The danger for the rest of us is 
that this has now created a ticking time bomb 
of racial and class prejudice. 

“Among other things this has also demon¬ 
strated the dangers of Labour’s past use of 
identity politics for electoral purposes.”

them will predominantly be stress. They are 
very sensitive and if they get stressed they 
get sick.

Back where they belong

THREE baby gorillas are thriving 
since leaving the Garden of 
England for the wilds of an 
African nature reserve. 

Tiya, who was bom at Port Lympne Wild 
Animal Park near Hythe, was only five- 
months-old when she was flown out to 
Gabon last June along with two-year-olds 
Kouki and Oudiki, from Howletts zoo near 
Canterbury. 

The young western lowland gorillas are 
being gradually released into the Bateke 
Plateau National Park, co-managed by the 
Aspinall Foundation, which also runs 
Howletts and Port Lympne. 

Amos Courage, overseas project director for 
the charity, visited the gorilla sanctuary in 
December. 

“They are all very well and adapting to 
forest life,” he said. “They are looking great 
and have big, fat forest-bellies from eating a 
lot of leaf matter - a lot more than when 
they were here. 

“They are looking much more like natural 
gorillas, with very glossy coats.” 

Scars 


face a severe danger of extinction, with 
only around 680 left in the wild, although 
numbers have recently been rising. 

They are found in the forests of the 
Democratic Republic of Congo (DRC), 
Rwanda and Uganda, and have been severe¬ 
ly affected by the recent and continuing con¬ 
flicts in their homelands. 

Protection of these ‘close cousins of 
humankind’ is set to hit the headlines 
worldwide after various United Nations 
organisations involved with conservation 
and education joined forces to declare 2009 
the Year of the Gorilla. 

World-renowned great ape conservationist 
Jane Goodall is the official patron of the 
awareness-raising campaign, which aims to 
protect more gorillas by improving the liveli¬ 
hoods and incomes of local people. 

She said: “The gorilla, the largest and per¬ 
haps most peaceful of the great apes, once 
enjoyed the seclusion of vast tracts of 
African forest. 

“Today, much as the chimpanzee, the 
gorilla is endangered largely due to the 
destruction of its forest habitat, civil conflict 
and poaching. 

“We have a long way to go toward reversing 
the gorilla’s decline. It is time for us to pool 
all our resources towards saving these mag¬ 
nificent creatures.” 

Mr Courage said it will be a 


around the world 
including hunters, 
war, deforestation 
and disease. 

The western goril¬ 
las’ population contin¬ 
ues to be decimated : 
the wild - the species is 
on the ‘critically endan¬ 
gered list’ and will be 
extinct by 2020 if their 
numbers continue to 
decline at the same rate.

The Aspinall Foundation also manages the 
Lefini Reserve in neighbouring Congo and 
both are run in partnership with the coun¬ 
tries’ governments and are part of the Projet 
Protection des Gorilles.

ATM raiders locked up 


FOUR men have been jailed for a 
string of cash-machine raids and 
vehicle thefts across the country. 

The police investigation found the amount 
of cash stolen and the damage to property 
totalled more than £500,000. 

George Welford, from Hoo, Rochester, 
Stewart Bentley, Paul Mockford and Martin 
Godwin were sentenced to a total of 17 years 
for theft or attempted theft of 17 cash 
machines and 10 vehicle thefts, at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Thursday. 

The men had previously pleaded guilty to 
the crimes spanning between May, 2007, and 
July, 2008. 

Det Insp Tom Richards of Kent Police’s seri¬ 
ous and organised crime unit, which led the 
country-wide investigation, said: “This marks 
the culmination of a series of investigations. 

“We have had a lot of success reducing the 
number of offences against ATMs over the 
last 12 months. We are making great in-roads 
into this type of crime, which used to be a 
huge problem in Kent. 

‘We have been successful in catching mem¬ 
bers of four different teams in the last 12 
months alone - the message is getting out 
that this in no longer a crime criminals can be 
confident of getting away with.”

Construction worker Welford, 40, was sen¬ 
tenced to five years and disqualified from 
driving for the same period for his part. 

ATM raids in Kent included one in 
Rainham last February and although the 
theft was unsuccessful it caused £4,900 of 
damage. A few days later a garage worker in 
Dover arrived for work to find the cash 
machine had been smashed across the fore¬ 
court and more than £18,000 stolen. 

Chaos 

In Hawkhurst near Cranbrook, nearly 
£10,000 was stolen from a cash machine 
causing more damage worth thousands of 
pounds, and a further £18,000 was taken 
from an ATM in Tenterden near Ashford. 

DI Richards said: “Regional intelligence for 
the east of England identified that several 
different forces were experiencing these types 
of offences and we took the lead because of 
our experience in investigating such crimes. 
We had four ATM attacks and associated 
offences in relation to vehicle theft and CCTV, 
which were used to facilitate the attacks.” 

He said the method used by the men was 


unusual. He explained that they would use a 
crowbar to lever off the front of the machine 
before attaching a chain to a stolen vehicle 
that would then pull most of the ATM out. 

The men could then get the cash cartridges. 

The full extent of what one Kent detective 
called the “damage, chaos and disregard” of 
the four men became clear after similar 
attacks had taken place across the country 
including in Norfolk, Hertfordshire, Surrey, 
London, Essex and Nottinghamshire. 

Bentley, 36 from Essex, who was sentenced 
to five years and banned from driving for the 
same period, was arrested in Ipswich at the 
scene of a cash machine theft. 

Welford, and Mockford, 36, from north 
London, who was also sentenced to five years 
and given a driving ban for the same period, 
were then both linked to the Ipswich theft. 

Railway engineer Godwin, 35 from Essex, 
who was given a four-year sentence and 
banned from driving for three years, was 
charged in connection with 22 offences in con¬ 
nection to the spree of ATM attacks. 

DI Richards added: “This was a really good 
example of partnership working, although we 
have taken the lead a large number of forces 
and the Crime Prosecution Service have been 
working together very closely due to the geo¬ 
graphical challenge.” 
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Squirrels started 
blaze at cottage 

A FIRE that ripped through a Victorian cot¬ 
tage owned by former Tory cabinet minister 
Lord Mayhew was started by squirrels, he has 
revealed. 

Lord Patrick Mayhew, 79, who served as 
Attorney General under Margaret Thatcher 
between 1987 and 1992 and as Secretary of 
State for Northern Ireland under John Major 
between 1992 and 1997, said he hoped the cot¬ 
tage could be saved after Wednesday’s blaze. 

Lord Mayhew was knighted in 1983 and ele¬ 
vated to the House of Lords in 1997. 

The fire destroyed 90 per cent of the roof and 
the entire first floor of the cottage in 
Cranbrook after the rodents chewed through 
electric cables in the roof. 

The 1890-built cottage is rented out to ten¬ 
ants, and an insurance assessor is to inspect 
the property and see if it can be saved. 

Four fire crews, some with breathing appa¬ 
ratus, were at the scene from 12.39pm and the 
last firefighters left at 7.51pm. 

No-one was injured in the fire.

Antarctic trio pass 
Shackleton’s mark 
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AN ADVENTURER from Kent is 
among three people to have 
passed the mark where Sir Ernest 
Shackleton gave up on his expedi¬ 
tion to the South Pole. 

City worker Will Gow, 35, from Ashford, is 
related to the wife of the legendary Nimrod 
explorer, who 100 years ago abandoned his 
attempt to become the first man to complete 
the mammoth trek across Antarctica. 

Icy blizzards and dwindling rations forced 
Shackleton to turn back 97 miles from his 
goal, but he still reached the furthest point 
south at that time in history. 

So far Mr Gow and his team have walked 
800 miles towards their goal in just 57 days, 
dragging 3001b sledges for up to 10 hours a 
day in temperatures as low as -52C. 

Mr Gow said: “I enjoy pushing myself to 
extremes. 

“I thought I needed to do it now while I am 
young enough to still be able to. I started

looking back at my own heritage and of 
course the story is a very familiar one to me. 

“I approached Alexandra Shackleton, Sir 
Ernest’s granddaughter, and she thought it 
was a great idea. 

“Things spiralled from there and she put 
me in touch with other family members.” 

Team leader of the expedition is Lt Col 
Henry Worsley, 47, from Hereford, who is a 
descendent of Shackleton’s skipper Frank 
Worsley. 

Both he and Mr Gow are joined on the trek 
by Henry Adams, 33, from Suffolk, whose 
great grandfather was Shackleton’s number 
two. 

Lt Col Worsley said: “The past 60 days have 
been phenomenally challenging and physi¬ 
cally shattering. 

“But to stand at Shackleton’s ‘furthest 


south’ exactly 100 years later and mark his 
extraordinary feat of endurance and leader¬ 
ship has motivated all of us. 

“It’s onwards to the pole now.” 

The expedition is being used to launch a 
£10 million Shackleton Foundation, which 
will fund projects that “capture the explorer’s 
spirit and hunger for calculated risk”. 

The explorers were due to meet three oth¬ 
ers at the 97-mile point on Friday but they 
were delayed by bad weather. 

On his return to Britain in 1909, 
Shackleton was considerably in debt and had 
to raise money by giving a lecture tour about 
his adventures. 

As he was widely regarded as a hero and 
had been honoured with a knighthood for his 
exploits, the tour was a great success. 

He took part in several more ambitious 
expeditions before his untimely death from a 
heart attack in 1922, aged just 47. 

Norwegian Roald Amundsen and his party 
were the first people to reach the South Pole, 
in December, 1911. 
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Superbug trust is ‘improving’

HEALTH bosses have welcomed 
the follow-up report into two dev¬ 
astating superbug outbreaks at a 
Kent trust that acted as a 'wake- 
up call’ to the whole NHS. 

The Healthcare Commission said there had 
been “substantial improvements” to infection 
control at Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust since its October, 2007, report, 
which found “significant failings”. 

An investigation was launched after two 
outbreaks of Clostridium difficile at the 
trust’s hospitals, Kent and Sussex, Pembury 
and Maidstone, between April, 2004, and 
September, 2006, led to the deaths of an esti¬ 
mated 90 patients. 

The health watchdog’s follow-up report 
found improvements including a re-struc- 
tured board with many new members, C diff 
being recognised as a serious diagnosis in its 
own right, better standards of cleaning and 
improved levels of cleanliness. 
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“This is a very different trust to the one we 
investigated in 2007,” said Nigel Ellis, the 
commission’s head of investigations. 

“It was never going to be easy to turn 
things around in just 12 months and indeed, 
there is still some way to go. 

“But the substantial progress the trust has 
made to improve prevention and control of 
infection is commendable.” 

The follow-up report, published on Friday, 
said areas requiring more work including 
needing to recruit more nurses, improving its 
complaints procedure and appointing a new 
medical director. 

Glenn Douglas, the trust’s chief executive, 
replaced its former head Rose Gibbs who 
resigned ahead of the commission’s damning 


report, which had criticised the organisa¬ 
tion’s leadership. 

“It has been a long journey and a difficult 
15 months or so. But it is nice to get the 
recognition that the staff deserve,” he said 
welcoming the follow-up report. 

“Believe me, my new board and myself 
have patient safety and infection control at 
the top of our agenda. This has been a wake- 
up call for the whole of the NHS and we must 
never let it happen again.” 

He said the trust had held two recruitment 
days for nurses last year and another was 
planned for February, but added there was a 
national shortage of some specialist nurses. 

A shortage of nurses during the out¬ 
breaks meant they were too busy to wash 
their hands, empty and clean commodes 
and had told patients to ‘go in their beds’ 
rather than help them to use a bathroom, 
the damning report found. 

The trust has also appointed Dr Jim 
Lewis as medical director and had 
improved how it learned from patients’ 
complaints, Mr Douglas said. 

He added: “I would not wish to decry 
what happened because it was a tragedy 
for everyone involved. 


Funding to help trust diagnose superbug 


A KENT hospital trust has been awarded 
a grant of £160,000 to fund studies into 
the killer superbug Clostridium difficile. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust is set to lead national research into 
the fast and most accurate ways to 
diagnose and the most effective ways to 
treat the infection. 

The trust is leading the project along 
with the Kent Health Protection Unit and 
Professor Brandan Wren from the 


London School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine. 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of infection 
prevention and control, said: “The overall 
aim is to provide clinicians with the infor¬ 
mation they need to treat patients as 
early as possible, to help put infection 
control measures in place as soon as 
possible and to target patients who are 
likely to become more ill with more inten¬ 
sive monitoring and treatment early on. 


“One of the problems for clinicians is 
that there is no perfect test for C diff. 
Some tests take a long time to produce a 
result. Some tests under-diagnose - they 
miss some patients who are infected, 
and some over-diagnose, detecting 
healthy carriers as well as real cases.” 

Dr Mumford said the project would look 
at pre-illness use of antibiotics and the 
impact these have on how severely 
patients are affected by C diff. 


“We were bad, but there were a lot of peo¬ 
ple in a similar situation but they just did 
not happen to have the publicity. 

“It was a big wake-up call for the whole 
NHS and reminded us what is really 
important about healthcare.” 

The trust also has a new chairman, 
Anthony Jones, who told KOS Media ahead 
of the follow-up report’s release that he was 
not expecting perfection but would be dis¬ 
appointed if the improvements were not 
recognised. 

The trust now has among the best infec¬ 
tion rates in the country, the follow-up 
report said. 
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Eurostar delay 

TRAVELLERS looking to catch a Eurostar 
service to Belgium’s capital Brussels have 
been told they must wait another two months. 

It had been hoped services would resume in 
December after Eurostar confirmed the serv¬ 
ice was back on the timetable after originally 
being shelved and switched to Ebbsfleet. 

But the fire in the Channel Tunnel in 
September and a reduction in services while 
repairs took place, resulted in a further delay. 

It has been confirmed services will resume 
on March 12 from Ashford International. 

A spokesman for Eurostar said: ‘This is when 
we will return to our optimum timetable includ¬ 
ing the direct Ashford to Brussels service.” 

It is hoped the repairs to the tunnel will be 
completed by mid-February. 

Death on icy road 

A DRIVER was killed after his car skidded 
and spun out of control on an icy main road. 

Police said the man was travelling London 
bound on the A299 and freezing conditions 
caused his car to come off the road near 
Brenley Comer, Faversham, at around 8.30am 
on Wednesday. 

Thanet Way became an accident blackspot, 
with six separate incidents caused by the ice 
and snow between Heme Bay and Whitstable. 

Motorists reported being stuck in tailbacks 
for up to two hours. 


Child web pom man to be 
freed in time for baby’s birth 

Judge reduces ex-scout leader’s sentence

A FORMER Scout leader jailed for 
making child pom was given a 
reduced prison sentence so he can 
attend the birth of his second child. 

The pregnant wife of Maidstone plumber 
Neil Porter, 39, is said to be sticking by her 
disgraced husband, despite him admitting 
possession of almost 2,000 illegal images. 

Porter was sentenced to six months’ impris¬ 
onment at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday but will only have to serve half before 
being freed. 

That means he will be out in time to witness 
the birth of his child in April. 
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Deputy Judge Crawford Lindsay told 
Porter he was assisting with the abuse of 
young children by possessing such images. 

He added: “You have obviously become 
addicted to this form of pornography. It is a 
tragic case as you have a good character. 

“I will take an exceptional course. Your sup¬ 
portive wife is expecting a baby. You wish to 
be present at the birth. I will exercise mercy.” 

Porter was also disqualified from working 
with children and given a sexual offender’s 
prevention order, while his computer will be 
destroyed and he will have to sign the sex 
offenders register. 

Porter was originally arrested in 
September, 2006, following allegations he 
had been grooming a girl over the internet. 

While police found evidence on his com¬ 
puter that he had communicated with 
the youngster online, there was none to 
suggest he was attempting anything 
inappropriate. 

Det Con Sam Bungay told KOS Media: 
“There were no charges issued in respect of 
that allegation, but when officers were 
searching his computer they found the 
images in question. 


“Porter came across as a family man who 
was very much into his wife. He had a 
young daughter and also had a great inter¬ 
est in the church, but his life revolved 
around the Scouts. 

“He was first brought to our attention 
because the girl’s computer was in an open 
room where her parents could see what was 
going on, and that is something we would 
always recommend.” 

At first, Porter claimed he did not know 
where the indecent images had come from 
and denied being interested in pornography. 

However, in court Timothy Walker, defend¬ 
ing, said his client had found it difficult to 
admit to himself he had looked at the material. 

He added: “He has accepted he has issues 
that need addressing. He will be seeking 
counselling when he is released. 

“These were abhorrent images. The major¬ 
ity had been deleted. His wife has written a 
moving reference. He will have to do some 
soul-searching.”

PARTY animals in two of 
Kent’s liveliest regions can 
now feel safe in the knowl¬ 
edge that groups of 
Christians are praying for 
their safety. 

Street Pastors are already operat¬ 
ing every other Saturday in 
Maidstone, with 19 soon-to-be- 
trained volunteers also prepared to 
offer help and advice to drinkers 
and clubbers in Medway. 

The initiative, which was pioneered 
in London in 2003, also involves the 
Christians organising taxi rides 
home, looking after people who have 
lost their friends and even providing 
flip-flops for women with sore feet. 

Maidstone co-ordinator Graham 
Tanner, 31, told KOS Media the 
scheme had been a huge success since 
it launched in the town last October. 

He said: “We’re based at a church 
in the centre of town where a prayer 
support group (through contact with 
the police) listens in to what is hap¬ 
pening in town. We wouldn’t go out 
on the streets if they were not there 
praying for us. They’re protecting 
the town and us as well. 

“It’s not about preaching, it’s about 
acting out what we believe in as 
Christians and that’s caring for 
people and looking out for our 
community. People can argue about 
theology all they want, but they 
can’t say helping others is wrong.” 

Mr Tanner said the Street Pastors 


have been working hard to forge 
links with the police, taxi firms and 
nightclub doormen, but were keen 
to remain independent. 

He said: “The police have made it 
clear we shouldn’t get involved in 
volatile situations and we always let 
people know we are not part of the 
police because it could make them 
act cagey towards us. 

“But it’s been really good so far 
and we have been quite surprised 
by how well-received we have been. 

“I think people realise we are all 
volunteers who are there simply to 
keep them safe. We’ve come across 
people who have collapsed outside 
clubs before and we have called 
their mums and dads to ask them to 
come and pick them up, so they’re 
obviously grateful as well.” 

A Kent Police spokesman told the 


BBC that early crime figures had 
showed a “marked reduction” in 
incidents when the Street Pastors 
were on duty. 

PC Duncan Pallett said: “I for one 
am very glad they are here. 

“They help in an amazing array of 
ways. Not only do they pray for peo¬ 
ple, but they offer practical solutions 
to problems. They can turn their 
hand to pretty much anything.” 

The Street Pastors, who operate 
between 10pm-4am, want to 
increase their team of volunteers 
from 12 to 24 so they can go out 
weekly in Maidstone. 

A recruitment evening is being 
held at the Salvation Army hall in 
Union Street, Maidstone, between 8- 
9.30pm on Wednesday. 

Those wanting to attend must be 
Christian and aged 18 and above.

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Tories trumpet low 
council tax increase

COUNCIL tax bills in Kent are 
set to rise by 2.85 per cent this 
year - the lowest since the levy 
was introduced 16 years ago. 

The hike means an average Band D house¬ 
hold will pay £1,030 from April 1 - an extra 
£28.53 - although overall bills will be higher 
once district council, police, fire and parish 
council precepts are added. However, Labour 
councillors say the low increase is nothing 
more than “an election stunt”. 

Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter announced the council tax rate on 
Wednesday as part of the draft budget 
report, which will now be passed to the cabi¬ 
net and then the full council for approval. 

The authority’s largest planned spending 
increase for the next financial year is an 
extra £15.9 million on highways mainte¬ 
nance, with £8.7m more on adult social care. 

Cllr Carter said: “It has been exceedingly 
difficult to arrive at a council tax increase for 
next year that is below three per cent. 

“We are looking at an increase of 2.85 per 
cent but will continue in the next few weeks 


to look to reduce it further. Our proposals 
protect and improve frontline services. The 
recession and the growing elderly population 
create enormous pressures. In adult social 
care alone we are having to allocate an addi¬ 
tional £8.7m to maintain services. 

“Increased demand and other pressures 
mean we have had to put an additional 
£66.4m into the budget. The increase in our 
government grant was £5.1m, leaving the 
rest to be raised locally from savings, income 
and council tax. We will deliver £39.3m in 
savings and income during 2009-10.” 

Labour’s shadow cabinet member for 
finance, Cllr Derek Smyth, welcomed the low 
increase, but claimed it was “artificial”. 

He said: “It’s not sustainable in the longer 


term. This is plain to see because, thanks to 
the Government, we know what KCC and 
other councils will be getting next year - 
assuming Labour remains in government. 

‘When people vote in this year’s county 
elections, they need to remember they’re not 
voting on what they’re paying at the time. 
They’re really voting on the kind of council 
tax levels they’d like to see in future.” 

Also in the budget will be an extra £3.8m to 
roll out the Freedom pass countywide from 
June, giving free bus travel to 11 to 16-year- 
olds, subject to a £50 administration charge. 
Frontline services to protect vulnerable 
young people will receive an additional 
£4.6m. Cllr Carter said: “Child protection is 
very much in the public eye as a result of the 


Baby P case. There will be a significant 
increase in our child protection services. 
Peter Gilroy [KCC’s chief executive] is under¬ 
taking a thorough review, with an interim 
report at the end of January and a full report 
by the end of February.” 

Cllr Carter also defended the council’s deci¬ 
sion to only give staff a one per cent pay 
award, saying he believed many of them 
were content with that given the current eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

“I believe this to be an excellent budget 
and there are no promises or pledges that we 
cannot keep,” he said. 

KCC’s cabinet will discuss the draft budget 
on February 2 and the full council will have 
its say on February 19. 



Father was unlawfully killed 


POLICE have indicated they are no nearer 
to catching a father’s killer almost four 
months after his murder. 

On Wednesday, an inquest ruled that 
Danny King, also known as Shep, was 
unlawfully killed. The 51-year-old died from 
multiple gunshot wounds at his home in 
Medina Drive, Maidstone, on October 17, last 
year, at about 3am. 

Detective Chief Inspector John Bumpus 
attended the hearing at County Hall in 
Maidstone. 

In response to Mid Kent and Medway coro¬ 
ner Roger Sykes’ asking if there is a possibil¬ 
ity a person may be charged, he said: “The 
investigation is continuing and we are fol¬ 


lowing a number of lines of inquiry. I am con¬ 
tent there is no need for the inquest to be 
adjourned.” 

Det Chief Insp Bumpus also said the possi¬ 
bility Mr King’s wounds may have been self- 
inflicted was not plausible, as was the possi¬ 
bility of them being caused by accident. 

Mr Sykes said: “On that evidence I find 
Daniel King died from multiple gunshot 
wounds. His death was an unlawful killing.” 

The coroner requested his condolences be 
passed on to the victim’s widow, Celia.

T ravel watchdog calls for halt to ticket price hike

AS COMMUTERS in Kent face 
New Year rail fare rises of up to 13 
per cent, a campaign is gathering 
force that could see the end of soar¬ 
ing ticket prices. 

Passenger Focus, the rail travel watchdog, 
has been calling on ministers at the 
Department for Transport to reduce the range 
allowed to train companies for inflation-bust¬ 
ing fare rises. 

Thousands of rail passengers who travel to 
London from the county using Southeastern 
services are always hardest hit by fare 
increases, which have risen by an average of 
six per cent nationally. 

Under the company’s franchise agreement 
with the DfT it is allowed to increase its regu¬ 


lated ticket prices annually by the retail price 
index (RPI) for July, which was 5.3 per cent - 
plus three per cent. 

Other train companies are only allowed to 
add one per cent to the RPI figure on regulat¬ 
ed fares such as season tickets. 

Tunde Olatunji, Passenger Focus’s spokesman 
for Kent, said: “We are talking about affordabil¬ 
ity. It is clearly going to be much harder for peo¬ 
ple to afford their tickets and we might well see 
people stop using the railways. 

“Is it value for money and why should 
someone be paying more than anyone else for 
similar rail services?” 

Regulated rail fares are allowed to soar fur¬ 
ther because companies are allowed to charge 
up to five per cent more on certain ticket prices 
as long as they reduce other fares. 

But Mr Olatunji hinted it is likely this rule 
could be dropped. He said: “With reduction of 
the five per cent headroom we hope that we 
will get considered. The issue about reducing 
the RPI plus-three rule - that is something 


that I will continue to campaign for. 

“However, realistically, knowing it is a con¬ 
tractual agreement it is quite possible that 
Southeastern and the DfT will hide behind the 
contract until it runs out in a couple of years. 

“We will continue to apply pressure and 
strengthen our argument and I don’t see how 
anyone ever again will see how it is a good idea.” 

He said the pressure group’s argument had 
been strengthened by the credit crunch. 

Southeastern’s unregulated fares have risen 
by an average of six per cent. 

Captive audience 

“They have certainly been very modest with 
the increase they are making on unregulated 
fares,” Mr Olatunji said. 

“People travelling off peak in their own 
leisure a lot have a choice not to travel and the 
company probably does not want to lose these 
customers by increasing prices too much. 

“But their captive audience - the commuter - 
has no choice but to pay what has been levied. 


“Therefore, we want to make sure the five 
per cent headroom allowed is reduced.” 

Southeastern argues that since the company 
took over the franchise in 2006, it has spent 
millions on the railway infrastructure, includ¬ 
ing Kent’s High Speed 1 link to St Pancras 
which is due to be launched later this year. 

But only 15 per cent of its passengers will 
have access to the high-speed services, Mr 
Olatunji added. 

Paul Clark, a transport minister and MP for 
Gillingham and Rainham, said: “Government 
is investing £15 billion into railways to improve 
it, but again I realise price increases are never 
welcome, certainly not at the moment. 

“In the discussions I have with Southeastern 
I say clearly the difficulties and angst it is 
causing the public particularly at this time.” 

But he said fare increases were part of pri¬ 



vate legal agreements with the rail companies. 


Night-time hunts for pack 
of dogs that killed ostrich 

POLICE will use infrared cameras dur¬ 
ing night-time hunts for a pack of dogs 
which is preying on sheep in country¬ 
side around Maidstone. 

Farmers are being warned to keep 
their animals safe after more than 
40 sheep and an ostrich have been 
killed in the Ulcombe area since late 
November. 

Other sheep have become ill and are 
unlikely to survive after being agitated 
by the dogs. 

In a bid to catch the killer animals, 
officers will be conducting night-time 
stake outs using state-of-the-art infra 
red technology. 

Rural Neighbourhood Inspector Ian 
Sandwell said: “There have been a 
number of cases where dogs have been 
attacking sheep flocks in the Lenham 
Road, Headcorn Road, Crumps Lane 
and Stickfast Lane areas of Ulcombe. 

“Not only do these incidents cost 
money to the farmer in replacing the 
dead sheep, but it also impacts the 
remainder of the flock who may also die 
from worry. 

“We are doing our utmost to catch 
either the dog owners responsible or the 
animals themselves, which we believe to 
be lurchers or Alsatians, by conducting 
nightly patrols in affected areas. 

“However, I would appeal to the own¬ 
ers of these animals to please take 
responsibility for the behaviour of their 
pets, as if we catch those responsible 
they could face a fine and even criminal 
charges.

Fear for future of 
the Morris dancer

THE QUAINT and distinctly 
British custom of Moms dancing 
will die out within two decades 
because no-one is taking it up any 
more, the modern-day custodians of 
the ancient tradition have warned. 

But one Kent man is determined to keep 
the hanky-waving habit alive. 

Youngsters say it is simply too embarrass¬ 
ing to be seen Morris dancing, a style of folk 
dance that dates back centuries. 

The exact origins are clouded in mystery, 
but the clattering together of tiny sticks by 
men bouncing back and forth to odd music 
has delighted village people in Kent and the 
UK, and baffled tourists in equal amounts. 

The Morris Ring, an association for the bell- 
clad men, said fewer are taking it up, and the 
average age of those taking part continues to 
rise, which means in 20 years, it will have 
died out completely from the current esti¬ 
mate of 14,000 dancers nationally. 

Charlie Corcoran, the Ring’s bagman, said: 
“It worries me a great deal. Young people are 
just too embarrassed to take part. This is a 
serious situation. 

“Once we have lost this part of our culture, 
it will be almost impossible to revive it.” 

But however odd and comical it looks, 
those that do Morris dancing also raise plen¬ 
ty of cash for local charities. 

Some £600 was handed over to the 
Demelza House children’s hospice just 
before Christmas, following several 
displays around east Kent by the 
Woodchurch Morris Men. 

And Morris dancer Malcolm Triggs, 50, 
said: “That is nonsense. We have plenty of 
youngsters doing the dancing and playing.” 

His own three sons, Jack, 16, Harry, 11, and 
Will, nine, are all members of Whitstables’ 
Dead Horse Morris. 

Mr Triggs, who runs a public relations com-

pany in Ashford, said: “At Dead Horse we 
have five or six children dancing with us.” 

Mr Triggs, who is also the Squire of East 
Kent Morris Men, added: “If you go to the 
festivals, you see lots of youngsters dancing 
in what are called Sides. Some Sides are 
made up completely of youngsters. 

“They tend to be the offspring of existing 
dancers because that’s the way life works. 

“Clearly, young children who then become 
teenagers don’t want to dance in their local 
shopping centres because they might be seen 
by their mates. But they tend to come back 
in later years when they are not as bothered 
about what people think about them. 

‘You tend to get the young people in the 
Sides with the aggressive style of dancing 
with the sticks. 

“I think the whole Morris dancing world is 
alive and well and will keep going forever. 
More Sides are springing up all the time. I 
believe it is all perfectly healthy and won’t be 
dying out any time soon.”

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No verdict reached by Securitas jury

Improving the highway by section 

The term ‘section 278* may not sound very interesting, but it’s something that has 
a definite impact on the shape of our road network. 


Section 278 of the Highways Act is part of the 
planning application process for developers. 

It means that when new developments such as 
housing, a new supermarket or an industrial 
estate are planned, developers are required to 
carry out improvements to the existing highway, 
where necessary. This is to prevent the new 
development from causing congestion and 
adding disruption to the area. 

Where works like this are necessary, they are 
carried out under a legal agreement between Kent 
County Council, as the highway authority, and the 
developer. We control the standard of the design 
and determine who can carry out the construction 
work, but the work itself is usually carried out by 
the developer. This means that the works are 
carried out at no cost to us as the highway 
authority and they don’t place a burden on public 
funds. Any costs incurred through checking the 
design are also recovered from the developer. 
These developer-funded schemes can range 
from new roundabouts to traffic signal 
controlled junctions or improvements to existing 
junctions. While works are being carried out, 
the developer is responsible for the road in 
question. We make sure that the design and 
works are carried out in accordance with our 
specification and standards and that the site is 
completed properly before we take back 
responsibility for the road and its maintenance. 


Examples of works carried out by developers 
can be seen all over Kent. On the A20 at 
Sellindge, a new junction layout was put in to 
deal with the effects of the new development at 
Link Park business estate in Otterpool Lane. 

The junction had to be designed to 
accommodate the very long vehicles that can be 
up to 50 metres long. These vehicles can now 
make the turning more safely and they cause 
less disruption to other traffic. 

In Holborough, a development meant that 
changes were needed for the existing junction 
of the A228 Castle Way and Leybourne Way. 

The £3million scheme involved removing the 
existing roundabout, re-profiling the 
carriageway, constructing a traffic signalled 
junction with pedestrian crossing facilities and 
adding anti-skid surfacing on all approaches to 
the junction. There were also modifications to 
the highway drainage, traffic signs, road 
markings and street lighting. 

These changes were required because the 
predicted traffic flows at the existing 
roundabout would have caused unacceptable 
tailbacks on the M20 at junction 4 and at the 
M20/A228 junction.

AN INSPIRATIONAL black foot¬ 
baller will talk about his glory 
days at West Ham United when 
he comes to Kent. 

Clyde Best, 57, played for the Hammers 
during their golden age in the wake of 
England’s 1966 World Cup win. 

The Bermudian striker pulled on the 
claret and blue alongside Upton Park greats 
Bobby Moore and Geoff Hurst, and scored 
58 goals in 218 games in seven seasons 
between 1969 and 1976. 

The striker is revered in football for break¬ 
ing down racial barriers and has been referred 
to by other black players as 'The Legend’. 

As one of the first post-war black players 
in English football, Best played against a 
backdrop of racism and hooliganism on the 
terraces. He was adored by West Ham fans 
but endured racial taunts from opposition 
supporters, including monkey chanting and 
the hurling of bananas and peanuts onto the 
field. 

But his courage and composure in facing 
racism head-on and never letting it get him 
down made him an inspiration. 

Best, who was awarded an MBE in 2006 
for services to the game, will fly in from 
Bermuda to be the special guest of the tour¬ 
ing Forever Blowing Bubbles 2 show. 

He will relive the glory days at the 
Orchard Theatre in Dartford on Monday, 
January 19, from 7.45pm, joined by fellow 


ex-Irons Phil Parkes, Tony Gale and Brian 
‘Pop’ Robson. Best gained his first cap for the 
Bermudian national team aged just 15 and 
at 18 was signed for West Ham. 

He arrived in east London at the tail end 
of the Swinging Sixties, with English foot¬ 
ball on a high after the exploits of new team¬ 
mates Moore and Hurst in winning the 
World Cup. Best swapped sun-drenched 
beaches and palm trees for the grey, cold 
East End, but cherished every moment. 

Speaking from his home in Bermuda, he 
said: “They were fantastic days that I will 
never forget as long as I live. I think 
England is a lovely place to live in for a time, 
and I could not have picked a better club or 
people to stay with. 

“I was playing with so many great players 
during what I consider to be West Ham’s 
golden age, which I am proud to have been a 
part of. 

“Bobby Moore and Geoff Hurst were fan¬ 
tastic players. They were the ones who real¬ 
ly won the World Cup for England. It was a 
pleasure to be in their company. 

“Most people would have dreamt about 
that. West Ham was known for playing 
attractive football, so it was a fantastic time 
and if I had to do it all again I would not 
change a thing.” 

The laid-back Bermudian was a powerful 
player with the skills of the traditional 
English centre forward - tough to dispossess 
and good in the air - so made a quick tran¬ 
sition to first-team football. 

He experienced the worst of racism in foot¬ 
ball, but brushed it aside, saying: “That was 
there but I was determined not to think

about it. I had to put it to the back of my 
mind and concentrate on scoring goals. 

“I had to think about the people coming 
after me and set a good example, and it is 
fantastic to see so many black footballers in 
the game now. Football does not belong to 
any nation, it is a world game. 

“It is nice to see players from all over the 
world now playing in England, not just black 
players, you’ve also got Brazilians, 
Argentines and Koreans - that is why it is 
the beautiful game.”

A pioneering 
green future 
is in the bag 

MAIDSTONE could be the first town in Kent 
to become plastic bag-free after the launch of a 
new environmental campaign. 

The town management team is leading the 
Bin the Bag scheme in an attempt to make the 
county town greener by the end of March. 

If each shop in Maidstone gave out 20 plas¬ 
tic bags a day, that would equal more than four 
million bags a year. 

Town manager Bill Moss said: “Most people 
agree we need to do something to reduce the 
use of plastic bags, so we have taken the lead. 

“We are asking retailers to find an alterna¬ 
tive to plastic bags and we will be giving 
10,000 non-plastic bags to independent shops. 

“It will kick-start the campaign, but we can’t 
hope to succeed without the co-operation of 
shoppers, who should begin to question why 
they are being offered plastic bags. 

People power 

'While the independent shops will make 
their own decision whether to continue with 
plastic bags, the nationals will be guided by 
their head offices and I’m confident people- 
power will eventually win. 

'With the support of shoppers, we will suc¬ 
ceed in our campaign to Bin the Bag.” 

The campaign will inform people about how 
damaging plastic bags are to our environment 
and will include petitions and exhibitions. 

Law firm Brachers has sponsored an infor¬ 
mation pack which will be sent to retailers in 
the town, offering a sample paper bag and 
details of why they should stop using plastic. 

The campaign will also include a plastic bag 
dress made by local artist Clare Southern. 

Mr Moss said: ‘We are also looking for key 
figures to back the campaign as ambassadors. 
We will also be offering alternatives, from 
paper bags and our own jute eco-bags to local 
charity bags.”

BLINDFOLDS do not usually take up room in your 
average skier’s rucksack, but for a politician they were 
once an essential piece of kit, writes Steve Knight 

Due to a fear of heights discovered 37 years ago atop the Eiffel Tower, 
Sittingboume and Sheppey MP Derek Wyatt often had to cover his eyes 
when he was transported up the sides of snowy mountains. 

But before a Christmas holiday at the Canadian ski resort of Whistler 
Blackcomb, the 59-year-old Labour member decided enough was 
enough and went to see a hypnotherapist. 

He said: “I went up the Eiffel Tower when 
I was 22 and suddenly felt very queasy. 
It wasn’t something I had ever thought 
about previously, but I’ve had trouble with 
any height over about 10 feet ever since.

“If you’ve got children who want to be 
taken skiing, it’s not much fun if you can’t 
join in or have lunch with them at the top.” 

A hypnotherapist working in London was 
recommended to Mr Wyatt, who was more 
than happy with the service he received. 

He said: “She booked me in for four 
sessions of 90 minutes each, but after one 
session she told me I was cured. 

‘Tve no idea how because she put me in a 
trance and I have no recollection of what 
happened at all. But apparently she had to 
wake me up a couple of times because the 
therapy doesn’t work if you’re asleep.” 

Bad weather in the US state of Seattle 
meant Mr Wyatt and his family were forced

They eventually made it to Seattle before 
boarding two further flights to Vancouver in 
Canada, and then finally Whistler for 
the skiing. 

Mr Wyatt said: “I went on the Peak 2 Peak 
Gondola [which links the two mountains of 
Whistler and Blackcomb, and is the largest 
ski lift in the world] and there wasn’t so 
much as a wobble from me. 

“I had hoped the hypnotherapy would 
work, but at my age I’d try anything to get 
over my fear. I was delighted when it did. 

“I know people who have been helped to 
quit smoking and all sorts of other things, so 
I’d certainly recommend it.”

HOUSING expert Peter Rodd

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Author tells how pilots at aerodrome fought and played during World War Two

DAYS spent on life-threatening flights 
into enemy tenitoiy and nights of 
glamorous parties are revealed in a 
new book exploring the lives of pilots 
based at Biggin Hill in 1941. 

The author, Peter Caygill, a prolific aviation 
historian, told how the Kent RAF base was 
popular with pilots during World War Two 
because it was close to London’s nightclubs. 

The pilots of Squadron 92, which was based 
there for a year from September, 1940, were 
renowned for their hard partying as well as 
being among the top scoring units. 

The dashing pilots would wear silk neck 
scarves and grew their hair slightly longer 
than regulations would allow and when 
they were based at Biggin Hill enjoyed drink-

ing in the nearby White Hart at Brasted. 

Mr Caygill, whose book - The Biggin Hill 
Wing 1941 - has just been published, said: 
“The story could have been told from any¬ 
where, any of the air bases, but Biggin Hill 
was the top fighter airfield. 

“It had the history before 1941 and during 
the Battle of Britain, certainly 

“It was hit badly during the Battle of 
Britain and became a symbol of the country 
fighting and winning through, and this 
transferred. 

“It also had a useful position close to 
London, which made it a popular as it was 
close to the high-life and nightclubs. 

“One squadron, 92, was very in with the the¬ 
atre people and had parties with Lawrence 
Olivier, Deborah Kerr and Noel Coward.” 

Reputation 

However, not all the pilots found it so 
easy to switch off from the horrors of war 
and the daily losses that the young men 
faced, he said. 

Squadron 74’s reputation was for its hard 
work ethic and discipline. 

Mr Caygill said many of the top pilots 
passed through Biggin Hill during the 
war including ‘Sailor’ Malan, Jamie 
Rankin and Neville Duke, who was born 
in Tonbridge and became one of the top 
scoring pilots. 

After the war, Squadron Leader Duke 
became a leading test pilot and in 1953 he 
broke the world air speed record flying a 
Hawker Hunter F Mk3. 

The author, who lives in Darlington, Co 
Durham, said he chose to focus his latest 
book at Biggin Hill not because of one partic¬ 
ular episode, but because of the airbase’s 
associations. 

“It has an aura that no other station seems 
to have,” he said. “It is the same with the 
Spitfire - it has that aura compared to the 
Hurricane, which is generally forgotten.” 

While the pilots continued to fight brave¬ 
ly against the Luftwaffe the year after the 
Battle of Britain, the success of the RAF 
waned.

Mr Caygill said: “The activity they had 
was constant, especially in the summer 
because that was the time when Germany 
entered the Soviet Union. 

“They were flying once or twice a day and 
losing a lot of pilots. The Germans were 
outscoring them by four to one at that point, it 
was like the Battle of Britain in reverse.” 

The book also sets the stories of 
individual pilots against the backdrop 
of political upheaval within Fighter 
Command that led to a change in tactics 
from defence to attack. 

“The two architects of the Battle of Britain 


victory - [Hugh] Dowding and [Keith] Park 
were cast away and two replacements came 
in with a different philosophy, which was 
much more offensive. 

“Among the higher ranks there was a lot 
of controversy and back-stabbing,” he said. 

“Fighter Command wanted a huge air 
battle but never got it because the Germans 
never let them.”

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Row over NHS agency spend

Trusts trying to hire more permanent staff 


TRUSTS in Kent have responded 
to claims the NHS is wasting 
money paying out soaring hourly 
rates to agency staff by saying they 
want to hire more nurses. 

A Freedom of Information request made by 
the Conservatives revealed that overall the 
NHS spent almost £800 million on clinical and 
non-clinical agency workers in 2006-07. 

NHS West Kent paid out £110 an hour to a 
GP to work from May to June and from August 
to October, which would equate to a yearly 




salary of more than £200,000. However, the 
Tories also found agencies were taking cuts of 
up to 43 per cent - meaning it is the private 
companies that are benefiting. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
paid a consultant £109.64 an hour in July, 
which totals a yearly salary of over £200,000. 

The trust’s new chairman, Anthony Jones, 
said: “We have a lot of agency staff, both locum 
doctors, nurses and a few in other areas, and 
obviously it costs us a substantial amount. 

“We are making efforts to reduce that and we 
have recruited extra consultants and nurses.” 

Concerns were raised that the NHS needed 
to make more effort attracting and retaining 
permanent staff.

Mr Jones said: “We are staffed up to the lev¬ 
els the Healthcare Commission recommends 
but at the moment there are not great num¬ 
bers of people just waiting to be employed. 

“Quite a lot of jobs are very specialised and 
with having quite a number of acute hospitals 
in Kent there is quite a lot of competition, par¬ 
ticularly from London hospitals. 

“But yes, we would like to reduce our 
reliance on agency and we are trying very 
hard to recruit more permanent staff” 

KOS Media asked if he thought the 2007 
superbug scandal, which saw the Healthcare 
Commission’s damning report into two out¬ 
breaks of Clostridium difficile at the trust’s 
hospitals, had affected the trust’s ability to 
attract and retain staff 
He said: “I was not here but it certainly 
can’t have helped at the time and it did get a 
lot of media attention.

“I would hope as we get better and better 
that we will get the reverse effect.” 

At least 90 patients died in the outbreaks, 
but the trust now has among the lowest 
infection rates in the South East. 

According to Department of Health fig¬ 
ures a consultant earns between £61,000 
and £174,000 a year and a salaried GP 
makes between £52,000 and £79,000. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust was also 
flagged up and had paid a consultant radi¬ 
ologist £98 an hour in September, which 
equates to a yearly wage of over £190,000. 

A spokeswoman said: “We have our own 
internal bank of flexible workers who pro¬ 
vide work at short notice. Around 95 per 
cent of all vacant shifts are filled by our 
internal bank. 

“There are, however, occasions when 
agency staff are necessary, for example to 
fill vacant shifts relating to one-to-one 
patient care or staff sickness. 

“Patient care is our top priority and we 
would be failing in our duty under these cir¬ 
cumstances if we did not use agency staff” 

She said the trust had increased invest¬ 


ment in both nurses and doctors and was 
currently recruiting for a number of roles. 

Mr Jones added that the trust was eager 
to receive applications from experienced 
nurses looking to return to work. 

Margaret Daly, NHS West Kent’s director 
of human resources, said: “NHS West Kent 
has a small staff turnover rate, which on 
average is between 1 and 1.5 per cent per 
month. 

“However, we are competing against 
London wages and we have to work extra 
hard to appeal to potential employees. 
Sometimes we have to turn to agencies to fill 
vacancies on a short-term basis.” 

“It can be expensive and taxpayers should 
be reassured we are trying very hard to 
recruit directly wherever possible.” 

Andrew Lansley, the shadow health sec¬ 
retary, said: “It’s incredible that agency staff 
can be paid such high hourly rates when 
jobs are being cut at the same time..” 

The Department of Health argued that it 
had reduced the amount spent on agency 
staff from 5.5 per cent of its pay budget in 
2004 to 3.2 per cent last year. 


‘We must remember the basics’ 


THE new chairman at the helm of the 
troubled NHS trust hit by the superbug 
scandal has spoken about the challenges 
he is set to face. 

Anthony Jones officially started in the 
position at Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust on January 1 and has been a 
non-executive board member 
since March. 

The Appointments Commission 
was forced to almost double the 
salary on offer for the role to 
£44,000 after failing to find a suit¬ 
able candidate during the first 
two rounds of interviews. 

Mr Jones, 64, said: “For me it 
was definitely not for the money 
and I was not offered the posi¬ 
tion on any other salary.” 

The trust’s former chair, 

James Lee, resigned shortly after the 
damning Healthcare Commission report 
into two Clostridium difficile outbreaks at 
its three hospitals, which was published in 
October, 2007. 

At least 90 patients died in the superbug 
outbreaks between 2004 and 2006. 

The salary was upped from the £23,000 
originally on offer to reflect the challenges 
the trust faces. 

Mr Jones, who lives in near 


Sittingbourne, said: “There are difficult 
issues because of the trust’s past prob¬ 
lems and because it is facing a major 
change in terms of hospital structures 
such as the PFI project to create a unique 
acute hospital in this country. 

“Decanting the Kent and Sussex Hospital 
to the new Pembury and keeping 
services going is a massive proj¬ 
ect and making sure they never 
get into the same situation as 
before is a big issue.” 

The trust now has among the 
best infection rates for MRSA 
and C diff in the South East. It 
has also won approval for a £225 
million private finance initiative 
hospital with 500-beds and all 
single, en suite rooms, which is 
due to be completed in 2010-11. 

Mr Jones said: “We are constantly 
improving and the staff have done a great 
job in the improvements we have made. 

“But it is a journey. We have a good top 
team now and the rest of the staff have 
responded brilliantly to the leadership. 

“But we cannot get carried away and we 
have to remember the basics. Hand-wash¬ 
ing is a good example. We have made it so 
it is difficult to walk in without doing it and 
they are all over the place.” 



NEW CHAIRMAN: 
Anthony Jones 
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Tory bigwig lays out 
plan to tackle slump

A PANEL of influential 
Tory leaders came to 
Maidstone this week to 
discuss the party’s propos¬ 
als to help Kent through 
the country’s deepening 
economic problems. 

Conservative parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Maidstone and the Weald, 
Helen Grant, organised the Get 
Britain Working Again forum at the 
Russell Hotel on Tuesday. 

She was joined by Shadow Leader of 
the Commons Theresa May, Maidstone 
council leader Chris Garland, 
Maidstone council’s cabinet member 
for leisure and culture Brian Moss, and 
Kent County Council resources cabinet 
member Kevin Lynes. 

Ms May laid out the Conservative 
plan to help people and businesses 
during the economic downturn. 

The proposals included abolishing 
income tax on savings for basic rate 
taxpayers, raising pensioners’ per¬ 
sonal allowance by £2,000 to £11,490, 
and reducing employment costs for 
small businesses by cutting National 
Insurance. 

One of the main aims of the forum 
was to discuss how the Government 
could get people who have lost their 
jobs, or do not have enough skills, 
working again. 

The audience, made up of represen¬ 
tatives from businesses, organisa¬ 
tions, and people who had been affect-

ed by the credit crunch, were then 
given the opportunity to comment. 

Grace Hall, an unemployed 
Maidstone resident, said: “I volunteer 
because I want to develop and 
enhance my skills, but every training 
centre in Kent can’t provide me with 
any training that I can use, and it 
causes low morale.” 

Cllr Lynes said: ‘We need to ask 
employers what trainees they need, 
and that is what we should be train¬ 
ing people in.” 

Support 

Cllr Garland said: We (Maidstone 
council) are making changes to the 
way we dish out grants to voluntary 
organisations, such as the Citizens 
Advice Bureau, who will be helping 
people at this time. They will be our 
main focus.” 

Ms May said: “The most important 
thing is providing support. To be out of 
work brings a whole number of prob¬ 


lems and it puts pressure on families. 

“There are a lot of issues and the 
Government need to ensure the jobs 
are there.” 

Speaking after the forum she 
added: “Kent and Maidstone has a 
tremendous feeling among the busi¬ 
ness community. They want to work 
and are coming together.” 

But the meeting was dismissed by 
Chatham and Aylesford Labour MP 
Jonathan Shaw, who is also minister 
for the South East. 

He said: “Theresa May MP’s 
visit shows David Cameron’s 
Conservatives will say anything to 
distract from the fact they would do 
nothing to give real help now to fam¬ 
ilies and small businesses. 

“Today they say they want to help 
the economy but only yesterday they 
pledged to cut £5 billion from invest¬ 
ment in key areas such as infrastruc¬ 
ture, skills and training at the worst 
possible time. 

“If Theresa May MP is serious 
about helping small businesses, then 
why is she opposing the new 
Business Payment Support Service, 
which allows businesses in difficulty 
to defer their tax payments? 

“Why is she opposing Small 
Business Guarantee Facility, which 
allows businesses to borrow any sum, 
from £1,000 to £1 million, at cheaper 
rates and for a longer period? 

“And why are they opposing the £3 
billion brought forward to invest in 
infrastructure, skills and training to 
help us come through the downturn 
stronger and sooner?”

A LONG-serving married rector 
has been banned from the clergy. 

The Rev Canon James Tipp, 63, 
received the life-long ban after 
abandoning his wife and his 
Snodland parish in February, 
2008, to set up home with his 
deputy Elaine Northern, 54. 

Northern, who is also married, 
was given a 12-year ban for her 
part in the scandal, which left the 
congregation at Christ Church 
stunned. 

At a disciplinary hearing, Mr 


Tipp, who was also Rural Dean of 
Cobham, received the life ban 
because of his higher level of 
responsibility. 

In a statement to a national 
newspaper, Mr Tipp and Mrs 
Northern wrote: ‘We should have 
fared much better had we been 
promiscuous.” 

Father-of-two Mr Tipp, 62, had 
been parish priest at the 
Snodland church for more than 25 
years, while Northern, a 45-year- 
old mother-of-four joined in 2003.

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Erosion expert’s brush 
with artistic inspiration 


A LEADING authority on coastal 
erosion says a 19th century paint¬ 
ing of a Kent beach has inspired a 
project that could help today’s 
engineers. 

Dr Robin Mclnnes, who has acted as a con¬ 
sultant to both the UN and the European 
Commission, believes the works of certain 
artists are so accurate they can be used to 
show how coastlines looked before the advent 
of photography. 

The idea came to him during a visit to the 
Tate Britain gallery in London. There he

stumbled upon a painting entitled ‘Pegwell 
Bay, Kent’ which was created in October, 
1858, by a holidaying Scot, William Dyce.

It shows 
his family picking up stones, and he clearly 
took a lot of time painting the cliffs, the 
beach, the timber groynes and so on.

Lecturer takes paranoia 
out of modem parenting 


A KENT university academic has launched a 
series of seminars on the dilemmas of par¬ 
enting in the 21st century. 

The politicisation of parenting was dis¬ 
cussed by Frank Furedi, professor of sociolo¬ 
gy at the University of Kent and author of 
Paranoid Parenting: Why ignoring the 
experts may be best for your child. 

‘We need to take a reality check about 
what we expect of parents and we need to 
resist the temptation to turn childrearing 
into a political football,” he said.

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capture the moment of this trip to the beach. 

‘When I saw this painting I thought how 
useful it was to see such a detailed, true repre¬ 
sentation of the coastline. 

“Knowing how it has changed over the years 
is fundamental to understanding how erosion 
works. 

With paintings you can strip away all the 
development and start again at square one.” 

Since his visit to Tate Britain, Dr Mclnnes 
has studied more than 400 paintings, prints 
and illustrations of the coastlines of the Isle of 
Wight - where he lives - and Hampshire. 

His work enabled him to draw up a scale to 
assess how useful such artworks were as 
coastal engineering tools, giving marks for the 
accuracy of the artistic style and whether the 
painting showed the topography. 

Dr Mclnnes, who in 2006 received an OBE 
for services to coastal protection, said: “I pre¬ 
sented the results at a conference in Venice 
and there was a lot of interest. 

“I’ve produced a list of 40 artists who can be 
relied upon, so now it might be possible for 
engineers who want to find out more about a 
particular coastline to look through picture 
archives to help them. 

“Hopefully now my study can be extended to 
other parts of the English coast, including 
Kent.”

A CAMPAIGN to preserve the old 
Medway Council buildings in 
Strood is being spearheaded by 
heritage campaigners. 

The City of Rochester Society said it was 
important to keep at least the brick-built 
section of the offices near Rochester bridge. 

The council said it was still considering its 
options after moving to offices in Chatham. 

Christine Furminger, the society’s honorary 
secretary, said: “Looking over the river from 
Rochester, the first thing you see is this 
magnificent building. 

“It needs to be saved for future genera¬ 
tions to admire. It could be used as a 
heritage centre storing all the council’s 
archives, which would draw people to 
Strood. The knock-on effect for local busi¬ 
nesses of having an additional attraction 
will be extremely beneficial.”

The Society wants to preserve the former 
civic centre known as the Aveling & Porter 
building, or A&P. 

It was designed by prominent local archi¬ 
tect George Bond, who was also responsible 
for the Town Hall and Theatre Royal in 
Chatham, plus the former Medway 
Conservancy Board Building in Rochester. 

Mrs Furminger said: “He is also behind 
many other buildings in Medway, and he cre¬ 
ated these icons with such flair that they are 
easily recognisable. His style was decorative 
yet practical.” 

Since 1910, the A&P building has been a 
part of the riverside scene. The manufactur¬ 
ing company was a major economic force in 
the area and later became Winget. 


Mrs Furminger said: “They were world 
leaders in the manufacture of steam road 
rollers and traction engines which were sold 
around the world. 

“Many are still running today, which 
is a great tribute to the excellence of 
their design and to local workmanship.” 

The building even a connection with the 
famed local author Charles Dickens. 

Mrs Furminger said: “It was the home of 
the doctor who attended the author at the 
time of his death.” 

As well at the idea of a heritage centre, it 
could also be used as offices, a gallery or stu¬ 
dio accommodation. 

She said: “There is even the possibility it 
could be converted into homes. We just don’t 


want it bulldozed into the history books.We 
are losing so many magnificent buildings and 
more must be done to preserve our history. 

“Losing this one would be nothing short of 
scandalous.” 

Councillor Sue Haydock’s Strood South 
constituency covers the area. 

The Tory member of Medway Council is 
vice chairman of regeneration, and is also a 
member of the Development Control 
Committee. 

She said: “Strood has very little by way of 
good and lasting architecture. 

“The Aveling & Porter building is one such 
building which graces the banks of the 
Medway and can hold its own against the his¬ 
tory of Rochester on the opposite bank. 


“Its demolition would be a very retrograde 
step. It is an ideal building to form the basis 
of a new museum telling the industrial story 
of the Medway Valley.” 

A spokesman for the Medway authority 
said: “The council does not have any 
immediate proposals to either demolish the 
Aveling & Porter building or utilise it for 
another service. 

“Its future will be considered along with the 
redevelopment of the Civic Centre site as a 
whole, for which a development brief is cur¬ 
rently being prepared.”

Porchlight activity worker Richard Barnard said: “We have been 
very fortunate in securing good partnerships locally. With the help 
of the Charlton Athletic Community Scheme we have been able to 
give youngsters a much-needed avenue into sport,” he said. 

“The World Cup gives our service users the chance to show off 
their skills at a professional club with professional coaches - it is 
an amazing opportunity. Sport can be a very useful trigger for peo¬ 
ple to become empowered to change their lives for the better.” 

Last year’s tournament, held in Melbourne, Australia, was won 
by Afghanistan, who beat Russia 5-4 in front of50,000 spectators. 

Mike Barrett, chief executive of Porchlight, said: “The Homeless 
World Cup is an excellent opportunity to highlight the issue of 
homelessness globally and promote social inclusion.”

Our foster carers 
deserve better 

KENT County Council has been letting 
down some of the most vulnerable 
children and young people by 
short-changing those who care for them. 

Foster carers across the county have 
been receiving among the lowest weekly 
maintenance allowances, which are used to 
provide basics for the children such as food 
and clothes, in the South East for years. 

Worryingly, the carers, who have devoted 
their lives to looking after children that 
are not their own, told Kent on Sunday 
they could not speak out against the 
authority for fear of being de-registered. 

The issue of maintenance payments has 
been going on for years and instead of put¬ 
ting in place the Government’s recom¬ 
mended minimum allowance immediately, 
KCC has taken three years to ‘phase it in’. 

Meanwhile, carers have been struggling 
to cope with children, including many 
who have been through traumatic times 
and have behavioural problems as a 
result, and using their own money to 
subsidise their care. 

The amount is now, finally, set to be 
brought in line with the majority of 
other local authorities and the 
Government’s recommendation. Funding 
for the minimum maintenance allowance 
has been allocated in the draft budget - 
this paper urges members to pass it. 

The announcement that council tax is 
set to receive the lowest-ever increase this 
year is, of course, to be welcomed in this 
period of economic downturn. 

But even with the current financial 
problems, it is certainly not the time for 
money to be lost from this essential 
service and let’s hope these reassurances 
in the draft budget become a reality.

WHENEVER Israel 
defends herself there are 
cries of “disproportionate” 
and “this won’t help the 
peace process”. 

Everyone apparently knows 
better - so why isn’t anyone offer¬ 
ing to do a better job?

flict or the end of terror. 

So perhaps Israel should try a 
more proportionate response. One 
can only imagine the congratula¬ 
tory cries of “what a proportionate 
response” when Israel sends a sui¬ 
cide bomber into a Palestinian 
cafe. 

There is another alternative. 
Israel could build a physical barri¬ 
er to stop Palestinian terrorists 
reaching civilian populations. 
What a brilliant idea. No-one dies 
from a mere wall and terror is 
reduced or even stopped. 

The world will be chomping at 
the bit to embrace a non-violent 
effective measure in preference to 
death and destruction. Nope. The 
world rushed to condemn the bar¬ 
rier, ignoring the statistics prov¬ 
ing it to be effective in eliminating 
terror. Yes, it was inconvenient to 
Palestinian farmers, etc, but just 
imagine the inconvenience of 
being blown up while on a bus.

Listening to concerns

Social Services (Kass) and people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities. 

I do understand how important it is that, 
while changes are made in Kass, we continue 
to provide local services to local people and 
meet need. There is no intention behind any 
of the planned team changes to alter this. 

In fact, the changes are designed to 
improve both the strategic leadership and the 
profile learning disabilities has, as well as 
improving the capacity of the teams to 
respond consistently to people’s needs. 

We will make sure services are still devel¬ 
oped locally and staff retain excellent local 
links with partnership groups and others. 

Kass is committed to people with learning 
disabilities and working with them to 
improve opportunities they have access to. 

We have demonstrated this year on year by 
increasing our budget in learning disabilities 
very significantly and by topping up the 
Learning Disabilities Development Fund 
when it was reduced by government. 

We have also kept the broadest of local 
authority eligibility criteria, which means we 
serve more people with learning disabilities 
than other similar authorities. 

I am sorry that people feel we have not con¬ 
sulted effectively. When any restructuring 
takes place within a local authority, it is 
required to meet legal requirements with 
regard to consultation with staff. 

We have met these and also listened to the 
views of people with learning disabilities, 
including the letter from the partnership 
board. 

The changes to Kass are across the whole 
organisation and need to be implemented in 
a timely way so disruption is kept to a mini¬ 
mum and services are maintained. 

I have listened carefully to people’s con¬ 
cerns and will be continuing to work closely 
with the board. I will make sure new 
arrangements are reviewed regularly as 
they are implemented so we can make sure 


they do deliver the improvements we are 
expecting.

We need to share work 

Richard Ashworth MEP is quite wrong about 
the idea of keeping the UK’s long working 
hours culture (Letters, December 28). 

Trying to keep working horn’s longer than 
48 hours per week means some people 
who would have work are being denied the 
opportunity. 

In a time of rising unemployment, work 
available should be shared to ensure as many 
people remain in work as possible. 

Legislation on working hours does allow 
some flexibility. It permits the 48 hours aver¬ 
age to be judged over 17-week periods, not 
simply every week. For some types of employ¬ 
ment with strong seasonal fluctuations, such 
as agriculture or restaurants, the 48 hours 
can be averaged over 26 weeks. 

There is ample evidence that excessive 
working hours lead to stress and ill-health, 
not to higher productivity. And what about 
family life? 

Since the UK has among the longest work¬ 
ing hours in Europe and the longest commut¬ 
ing times, how are parents supposed to give 
time to their children or to have meaningful 
lives outside paid work? 

Quality of life should mean shorter working 
horn’s, more teleworking and more invest¬ 
ment in sustainable work of real value. 

Long working hours and long commuting 
times year on year are not good for the health 
or wellbeing of anyone, or the UK economy.

IT’S long been claimed

THE Government may well be 
wasting fortunes on getting 
health messages out to the pub¬ 
lic, according to a new report. 

Standard Life Healthcare found people are 
more influenced by what they see standing 
naked in front of a mirror at home. 

Just a third say advice from medical pro¬ 
fessionals and official health messages were 
the most influential things to change the 
way they live. 

And a mere 10 per cent said it was purely 
down to a health club. 

But over half made the decision to do 
something about their body once they 
caught sight of it in the mirror.

be more expensive, so fewer people will go. 
That keeps the money at home where it will 
do more good. Our exports will be cheaper so 
we will sell more abroad. Imports will cost 
more so they will have a less ready market in 
the UK. 

Our balance of payments will move into or 
closer to credit. Because of this, economic 
recovery will be faster in the UK than in the 
rest of Europe. In consequence, the pound 
will start to rise against the euro. 

This isn’t mumbo-jumbo economics, but 
facts based on sound but very simple and 
long-proven fiscal example. 

I have argued, and will continue to argue, 
for more world currencies, not fewer. 

Indeed, the reason Northern Ireland, 
Scotland, Wales and the North East of 
England have struggled for generations, 
despite massive subsidies, to achieve econom¬ 
ic parity with the rest of the UK is because 
they are locked into a currency that favours 
London and the South. 

Give them their own tailor-made exchange 
rates and watch them catch up, fast. 

In time, the euro will create an imbalance 
in its operating area. Peripheral countries 
will find their economies will suffer in favour 
of the more dynamic centre. Then they will 
envy our independence. 

Finally, it is time for Parliament to set a 
statutory limit on its own profligacy. 

State taxation should never exceed 40 per 
cent of GDP and State borrowing should 
never exceed six per cent. 

This will force governments to live within 
the nation’s means and not burden our 
grandchildren with our debts.

YOUNG carers will be guided onto the right 
path through a £51,000 grant from Canterbury 
Christ Church University, writes Steve 
Knight 

Thousands of children in the UK have the difficult task of 
looking after physically or mentally disabled relatives, and 
research suggests their education 
can suffer as a result. 

A new initiative set up by the 
South East Coastal Communities 
Project should help tackle this prob¬ 
lem for young carers living in Swale. 

Project leader Annmarie Ruston 
said: “Large numbers of children 
and young people are involved in 
providing some sort of care for 
members of their families, often a 
parent. The 2001 census suggests 
there are about 175,000 young car¬ 
ers in the They are often isolated 
and bullied at school, they fail to 
achieve in the classroom and they 
later lack job opportunities. 

“The aim of this project is to 
achieve an improvement in the 
physical and mental health and 
transition to adulthood of young 
carers in Swale.” 

The initiative, which will be run in 
partnership with Swale Carers 
Centre, will see those involved placed

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on self-development programmes that 
will cover personal safety, self-confi¬ 
dence and communication. 

They will also receive guidance on 
writing CVs, managing budgets and 
setting up businesses. 

Swale Carers Centre chief execu¬ 
tive Christine Lovelock said: “Our 
young carers service provides sup¬ 
port for more than 100 children. 
Services include advice, informa¬ 
tion, advocacy, signposting, a sup¬ 
port group, activities and outings. 

“However, young carers have 
expressed a need for a personal 
development programme. This new 
project will identify the problems 
faced by young carers and the ways 
in which they would like their prob¬ 
lems to be addressed. They will play 
a key part in the project and will be 
delivered in a variety of ways to fit 
in with the young carers’ needs.” 

The South East Coastal 
Communities Project was set up in 
the wake of a £3m grant from the 
Higher Education Funding Council 
for England. In Kent it is run by 
Christ Church as well as the 
University of Kent at Canterbury, 
and the University of Greenwich at 
Medway.

Karts’ fuel is 
green for go 

STUDENTS have been learning 
how to adapt go-karts at a Kent cir¬ 
cuit so that they can run using envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly fuels. 

Motorsports trainees from North 
West Kent College and Mid Kent 
College spent a term researching 
their ideas and working with 
Buckmore Park, near Chatham, 
where Formula One world champi¬ 
on Lewis Hamilton cut his teeth. 

Bill Sisley, the owner of Buckmore 
Park, said he was keen to develop 
the circuit’s involvement with edu¬ 
cation and environmental improve¬ 
ment works. 

“About 150,000 people visit every 
year, so it is extremely important 
that we consider using fuels that 
are kinder to the environment,” he 
said. 

“Our engines would need to be 
mechanically altered in order to 
make this possible, so I have called 
on the students to help me.” 

The Kart Green Fuel project was 
launched in December and students 
are now testing their ideas on sam¬ 
ple engines, which have been pro¬ 
vided by Honda and it is hoped test¬ 
ing will begin soon.

Crumbs of comfort 
in mince pie tests 

MARKS & Spencer sold the best quality mince pies at Christmas, 
according to a food scientist at Greenwich University’s Medway 
campus. 

Keith Tomlins asked 150 people to try different brands, with his 
findings appearing in the December issue of consumer magazine 
Which? 

His research also showed people preferred pies made by Co-op and 
Aldi to those sold by Harrods and Waitrose. 

Mr Tomlins said: “We normally test products such as sweet potatoes 
in some of the poorest communities in Africa, so eating mince pies in 
this country was a complete change for us. 

“Sensory and consumer testing is a surprisingly neglected area of 
research. We’ve also examined the consumer acceptability of cassava, 
rice, sorghum pastes, peanut butter, tea and cocoa in Africa.”

FORD is set to expand the appeal 
of the popular Kuga crossover with 
the addition of three new models 
providing lower C02, automatic 
transmission and greater power 
and torque. 

Retaining the style and refinement of the 
existing 4x4 Kuga 2.0-litre TDCi, but with a 
C02 output of just 159g/km, the new front- 
wheel-drive only version delivers enhanced fuel 
economy - an average mpg in the mid-40s is 
possible - and cost benefits for business users. 

As legislation changes in April next year, the 
Kuga 2WD (from £18,595) will especially ben-

efit business customers who will be eligible for 
a 20 per cent annual write down allowance 
against corporation tax for a car with less than 
160g/km C02 - compared with 10 per cent 
over 160g/km.

Lethal rural roads 
need ‘intelligent 
speed adaption' 

CUTS in road deaths and injuries by as much 
as 29 per cent could result from widespread 
adoption of ‘intelligent speed adaption’ (ISA) 
proposals. 

The call has come from the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (IAM), the UK’s largest 
independent road safety charity and a contrib¬ 
utor to the Government’s Motorists’ Forum, 
which is promoting the ISA scheme. 

Like an in-car navigation system, ISA uses 
global satellite positioning (GPS) and a digital 
map to establish a car’s location and what the 
speed limit is at that point on the road. 

This information can be used to: 

• tell the driver the speed limit through a 
display on the instrument panel (advisory 
ISA) 

• control the speed of the vehicle, if the 
driver so wishes (discretionary ISA) or 

• automatically control the speed of the 
vehicle (controlling ISA). 

Once ISA is set to keep the car to the speed 
limit, it does not allow the driver to accelerate 
beyond it. The system may apply the brakes 
lightly if the limit is exceeded by a certain 
amount - while going downhill, for instance. 

The IAM believes that certain safeguards 
need to be built in before extensive ISA trials, 
including a very high standard of reliability of 
equipment and speed limit data. 

IAM director of research and policy Neil Greig 
admitted motorists may bristle at a system that 
dictates how fast they can drive and that fleet 
managers had already given ISA a lukewarm 
reception but added: “ISA may be able to ensure 
that all cars observe speed limits, provided that 
critical safety conditions are met and tested. 
However, even with these assurances, an 
understandable deep-rooted concern about Big 
Brother’ will have to be overcome.” 

On the other hand, they might be won over 
by Government pledges that speeding fines, 
penalty points and loss of licence became 
things of the past.

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Quiet rebirth of a classic 




BMW’s fortunes were founded on 
the 3-Series of the 1980s. 

It was a beautifully understated car styled 
by ruler embellished with what still lingers in 
the mind as BMW’s trademark front end - 
twin headlamps flanking a slatted grille and 
the so-called 'double kidney centre detail. 

That car - the E30 in BMW-speak - could be 
a handful with the bigger engines in place, 
largely due to a relatively short wheelbase, but 
it brought the Ultimate Driving Machine’ with¬ 
in the reach of many when new or second-hand. 

It looked good inside and out in a classy, no- 
nonsense way, it felt well engineered and even 
the four-cylinder engines were smooth - plac¬ 
ing the straight-sixes in a different league. 

Since then, the German marque seems to 
have chucked the ruler in favour of whimsical 
curves and slashes; ‘nouveau fans’ seem to 
have bought into this styling of recent genera¬ 
tion cars while traditionalists have either 
bought reluctantly or looked elsewhere. 

But there is a newcomer that should attract 


fans of the E30 two-door model in particular - 
the 1-Series Coupe launched last year, and later 
joined by a classy little convertible version. 

The proportions are similar even if the 
design is more new than old ‘Beemer’ and the 
car benefits hugely from having the wheels 
pushed out as close to the extremities of the 
car as possible; drive it hard and there is none 
of the rear-end twitchiness of its distant pred¬ 
ecessor - if anything, it edges more towards 
understeer. 

It also boasts access to something the E30 
never had in the UK: some of the best diesel 
engine options available in this class. It is per¬ 
haps a sign of the times that even this sport¬ 
ing Bee-Em has four petrol engine options 
against eight diesels. 

The 120d (£21,385) is the entry model for the 
whole range as well as the diesels, yet powers 
the car to 62mph in just 7.6 seconds. 


Its 123d flagship sister, as tested here, does 
the job in seven; all of the current petrol ver¬ 
sions will better that, of course, but you are 
still getting a sporting BMW plus diesel econ¬ 
omy and even our 123d should average at 
least 50mpg. 

What an engine too. Two turbochargers are 
used to give the 123d loads of power across a 
very broad range and sounding more like a 
smooth petrol unit when it does so. 

And the 1-Series shell is a proper four-seater, 
though rear legroom is cramped and you 
will soon tire of having to re-adjust either 
front seat after allowing rear passengers in 
and out. 

For people taking a second look at the bigger 
and increasingly expensive present-day 3- 
Series two-door or coupe though, this new 1- 
Series spin-off starts to look very attractive. 

The quality and layout of the interior is rem-

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Solution to a sticky situation 


HERE’S something to chew on: a 
link-up between university boffins 
and a Kent fudge firm has cooked 
up a sweet idea which could chum 
out extra sales worth £200,000 over 
two years. 

Scientists at the University of Greenwich at 
Medway came to the rescue when Jim 
Garrahy’s Fudge Kitchen wanted to extend the 
shelf-life of its products without compromising 
its quality and texture. 

Food safety expert Linda Nicolaides, from the 
university’s Natural Resources Institute (NRI) 
based at the campus in Chatham Maritime, 
called up recent graduate Julie Crenn. 

Now Ms Crenn has helped solve the problem

for the fudge firm, which has seven stores across 
the UK including one in Canterbury, and its 
headquarters at Lyminge. 

The business can now wholesale products to 
other retail outlets and restaurants and within 
two years hopes to have added more than 
£200,000 worth of turnover to its takings. 

Managing director Sian Holt has been running 
the firm in the UK for 25 years. It all began 
when American fudge-maker Jim Garrahy - 
who is still about - wanted to set up in Blackpool 
because he had met the theme park’s boss. 

Ms Holt took on the job and when she bought 
the company off him 15 years ago, she launched

it in tourist hotspots such as Cambridge, 
Windsor and York. 

It makes all its 20 flavours by hand on-site 
at the shops so customers can see it being 
produced and buy it fresh. 

But plans to supply the product wholesale 
to farm shops, delicatessens and other outlets 
were hampered by the relatively short shelf- 
fife of the fudge because it does not contain 
butter. After it has been made it needs to be 
eaten within a week. 

Ms Holt looked at many options including 
different packaging, but none was successful. 

Then she came across expertise available 
at the University of Greenwich and togeth¬ 
er they applied for the firm to be part of the 
South East England Development Agency’s 
(Seeda) Business Plus scheme, which 
matches companies with universities to 
solve problems. 

Splitting time between the Canterbury 
shop and NRI laboratories, Ms Crenn looked 
at different natural ingredients that might 
help prolong the fife of the fudge, but she had 
a strict brief to follow. 

Ms Holt said: “We didn’t want the appear¬ 
ance, taste or texture to change as they are 
our unique selling points. After research, she 
recommended a change to the sugar levels in 
our product. It didn’t affect overall quality or 
taste but did allow it have a shelf-life of more 
than three weeks. Julie has now been teach-

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Trim your premiums 

with a 10-point p lan 


BUSINESSES of all sizes are try¬ 
ing to cut their costs, writes Tony 
Patey. 

Now a Faversham-based insurance firm has 
come up with a 10-point plan which it says can 
axe a tenth off premiums, resulting in savings 
worth hundreds of pounds. 

The Insurance Manager was formed in 2004 
by brokers with the idea that if large multina¬ 
tionals have their own insurance managers to 
protect their interests, then so should small 
and medium-sized firms. 

Here are its New Year tips to save on 
premiums: 

• Get your broker to supply a jargon-free 
translation of your cover and at least two other 
quotes. 

• Increase your excess. For most businesses a 
£500 excess should be the minimum. 

It’s too much hassle to claim for much less 
than this, so get a 10 per cent discount by 
increasing this to £1,000. 

• Insure average stock holding, not a peak 
figure. 

Many firms have seasonal fluctuations in 
stock holding, yet insure for the peak reached 
once or twice a year. 

Talk to your broker about monthly declara¬ 


tions - and you only pay 75 per cent of your 
premium up front as well. 

• Get a rebate on last year’s premium. Premiums 
for various insurances, for example liability 
and transit, are based on projected figures. 

If these figures were set in more optimistic 
times then returns of premium are available. 
If you’ve done better than you thought - keep 
quiet. 

• Don’t pay admin charges. Many brokers, 
despite a healthy income from commission, 
now charge you for doing business with them. 

These charges are not compulsory - refuse 
to pay. Does the broker want your business or 
not? There are plenty of others. 


• Question add-ons. Many brokers are 
charged with selling additional products to 
boost income. Do you really need these extras? 

Ask your broker to explain why you sudden¬ 
ly have a need of this product and why the 
need wasn’t there last year. 

• Inflation protection. Year on year, your insur¬ 
ers will have increased sums insured by the 
perceived annual rate of inflation. 

But the replacement cost of computers is 
reducing and firms are generally trying to 
hold less stock. Review these items and also 
the extra cover you may have inadvertently 
brought to protect against inflation of 30 per 
cent. If such a clause is in your policy, you will 


have been overpaying for the last 20 years. 

• Review schedules. We used to think mobile 
phones and laptops were quite exotic items 
and expensive to replace. The firm says it has 
lost count of the number of schedules it has 
seen with fisted items worth £200-300 and an 
excess of £250 and a premium. 

• Money. Other than shops, the only money 
most businesses have is petty cash. Is there a 
point in paying £150 to insure £100? 

• Small print. Get your brokers to identify and 
translate relevant clauses and conditions hid¬ 
ing in your policy. 

If you’ve missed one, it’ll cost you dear in the 
event of a claim.

Q How important is the restaurant to 
the success of the Marquis? 

The restaurant is the bedrock of the 
business and head chef is award-win¬ 
ning Charlie Lakin, who is leading a team 
drawn from some of the best restaurants in 
Kent.

A YEAR is a long time in 
football and so it has proved 
for Kent-born defender Chris 
Smalling, who is close to 
making his Premier League 
debut with Fulham. 

Last season the 19-year-old 
defender was playing Ryman 
Premier League football with 
Maidstone United before 
completing a dream move in 
signing for Premier League 
club, Fulham. 

Smalling signed for the 
Craven Cottage club in June 
last year and has made a 
significant impact in the six 
months after becoming captain 
of the reserves and travelling 
with the first team to Premier 
League games. 

The former Chatham Gram¬ 
mar schoolboy has impressed 
Fulham boss Roy Hodgson 
and the defender believes he 
could be close to making his 
first-team debut. 

Travelling 

He told Kent on Sunday: 
“There are no real injury worries 
at the club in defence so it is 
hard to say when I will get my 
first start in the first team. 

“I have been travelling with 
them for the last few games so 
I feel like I am closer to getting 
into the team. I feel I have 
coped well with the step up in 
football. 

“It is quite shocking to be 
playing with players like Andy 
Johnson and training with Pre¬ 
miership stars every day after 
having played in non-league 
football last season, but I am 
enjoying every minute of it.” 

Smalling admitted he was 
shocked to be awarded the 
captaincy for the reserves and 
is revelling in the chance 
to learn skills off Premier 
League defenders Aaron

He added: “Roy Hodgson 
spoke to me and gave me the 
captaincy for the reserves 
which I didn’t think I was going 
to get.

“I have settled in well and 
have been learning off of 
Hughes and Brede. They have 
been really good to talk to and 
to learn from their Premiership 
experiences.

Barham driven by 

new role as father 

Golfer to shoot for Dubai millions

BECOMING a father during the 
winter may have changed Benn 
Barham’s priorities, but the European 
Tour golfer is determined to qualify 
for the lucrative $10 million Dubai 
World Championship. 

The Ashford golfer will begin his European Tour 
season next week by competing in the Abu Dhabi 
Golf Championship. Last season was disappointing 
for Barham after he finished 110th on the Order of 
Merit - a full 21 positions down on his 2007 season. 

Despite his worst tour season finish for four 
years, the 33-year-old will take heart from record¬ 
ing his best-ever tour event finish of third place at 
the Russian Open in July last year. 

With the European Tour introducing the money¬ 
spinning Dubai World Championship featuring 
the top 60 players on the tour for 2009, Barham is 
gearing up for a push to qualify for the tourna¬ 
ment in November.

He said: “I suppose my priorities 
have changed since becoming a father, 
but for me this season is all about the 
race to Dubai.

Island club making bid to join Kent League

THE people behind the project to 
bring a team from Guernsey into the 
Kent League remain confident of 
joining in time for next season. 

The recently renamed Guernsey 
Athletics FC are looking to raise a 
six-figure sum in sponsorship before 
the end of March to get approval 
from the Football Association. They 
would then be able to apply to the 
Kent League to join the Premier 
Division for the 2009-10 season, 
which starts in August. 

The plans were initially met with 
only a lukewarm response from the 
17 clubs in the Kent League, who 
had several reservations about the 
project. 

The biggest sticking point was 


who would pay for the trips to the 
Channel Island, but James Blower, a 
member of Guernsey Athletics’ 
board of directors, believes the issue 
will be solved. 

He said: “The model we’re looking 
at is to run it on a fully costed basis, 
so we would cover the expenses of 
the Kent teams once they got to 
Gatwick. 

“Personally, I think that’s a key 
part. It would make coming to the 
table and asking for membership far 
more palatable for the existing 
clubs.” 

GAFC intend clubs to fly in and 
out on the same day, but are looking 
into arranging reduced accommoda¬ 
tion rates to teams wanting to stay 


longer. They are also willing to only 
play midweek games away from 
home where possible to avoid Kent 
sides travelling outside of weekends, 
another problem identified by some 
Kent League clubs. 

However, they need unanimous 
backing from all 17 clubs to be 
accepted. Hythe Town chairman 
Paul Markland remains uncon¬ 
vinced the plan will work in 
practice. 

He said: “Covering the travel costs 
was the minimum they would be 
expected to do. It still comes back to 
the practicalities and things like 
whether players’ personal circum¬ 
stances would allow them to take 
the time off.”

ITV sent their cameras to Priest- 
field last Sunday in the hope of a 
cup shock and they almost got 
their wish as Gillingham pushed 
Aston Villa all the way in a 
classic FA Cup tie. 

Gills manager Mark Stimson had sought 
to take the pressure off his side in the build¬ 
up to the game by declaring Villa had the 
potential to win 8-0. 

His fears proved unfounded as his makeshift 
line-up rose to the occasion against their more 
illustrious opponents, who squeezed through 
courtesy of a debatable penalty. 

Villa manager Martin O’Neill, who was 
true to his word by naming a strong line-up, 
admitted it had been a difficult game. 

He said: “I never felt comfortable, I thought 
Gillingham were always in the game. They 
equalised and the game was in the balance, it 
was a genuine FA Cup tie. Before we got the 
penalty I would have settled going back to 
Villa Park [for a replay].” 

The Gills squad was so stretched by injury 
and suspension that six teenagers were 
named on the bench, four of whom, including 
Stimson’s son Charlie, had never played for 
the senior side before. 

Despite the problems, the team 
showed great character to bounce ^ 
back from falling behind to 
James Milner’s first goal | 
early on.

The Gills skipper, standing in 
for the suspended Barry Fuller, was still fum¬ 
ing about the decision when he faced the 
press an hour later, calling it a “soft” decision. 

But it would be wrong if the penalty was 
allowed to overshadow a terrific game. Of 
all the individual performances, Jack- 
son stood out as he gave 
the towering Zat Knight a torrid 
afternoon. 

The striker, unrecognisable to 
the wasteful, nervous player 
signed from Rushden & 
Diamonds a year ago, 
showed off all his attrib¬ 
utes with a superb 
equaliser. 

The unstoppable shot 
was his 12th goal of the 
season and will have 
had watching chair¬ 


man all over the country considering reach¬ 
ing for their chequebooks. 

Jackson would not be drawn on his future, 
insisting he was more bothered about the 
players coming into the club during the Jan¬ 
uary transfer window.

“I’m proud of the players first and fore¬ 
most,” he said. “I thought they went out there 
against a very strong Aston Villa side and 
gave a good account of themselves.” 


Tributes paid 
as racketball 
inventor dies 


IAN WRIGHT, the man who created racketball 
in the UK, has died. 

The 74-year-old suffered a suspected heart 
attack on court at his beloved club in Bexley 
last weekend. 

It brought a sudden end to a much-loved figure 
who devoted his life to squash, racketball and 
tennis. 

Wright occupied a staggering number of posi¬ 
tions across a variety of sports, from club level all 
the way up to the European Squash Federation, 
where he was secretary for almost 20 years. 

Alan Thatcher, chairman at the Kent Squash & 
Racketball Association, knew Wright for more 
than 30 years. 

He said: “He will be 
hugely missed. The 
squash community is 
like a big family and his 
involvement in the 
sport touched people all 
over the world. I’ve had 
responses from all over 
the world expressing 
their profound shock at 
what’s happened.” 

Wright, from Wilm¬ 
ington, who served in 
the RAF, was best 
known for bringing rac- 
quetball from the Unit¬ 
ed States to the UK. His 
version, spelt racket- 
ball, has slightly differ¬ 
ent rules to the original 
and is played all over LEGACY: Ian Wright 
the world. 

As well as being a talented administrator, he 
was a skilled player and was national racketball 
champion at over-50, over-65 and over-70 levels. 

The loss will be most keenly felt at the Bexley 
Lawn Tennis & Squash Rackets Club, where 
Wright was involved for almost 50 years. 

Nick Eagle, manager at the club, said: “Ian was 
a legend and worked for the club tirelessly from 
the 1960s up until last weekend. He was just an 
absolutely one-off character.” 

As a memorial to his legacy, England Squash, 
where Wright was a long-serving board member 
and national archivist, are believed to be consid¬ 
ering renaming the annual National Racketball 
Championships as the Ian Wright Trophy. 



Ones to watch in 2009 


Kent on Sunday looks at the county’s sport 
stars ready to make their mark this year 



JOSEPH: The young Kent 
pace bowler really came of age last season 
after having previously found his opportuni¬ 
ties limited at the St Lawrence Ground. 

Having arrived from the West Indies, he 
was put on a scholarship at Sutton Valence 
School at 15 where he was closely moni¬ 
tored by Kent’s management team. He 
made his county debut in 2005, but over the 
course of the next couple of seasons he suf¬ 
fered from a loss of form, attributed to a lack 
of confidence. 

However, the Antiguan-born quick 
became Kent’s leading wicket taker with 55 
at an average of 25 in 2008 as he spear¬ 
headed the county’s bowling attack. The 26- 
year-old’s form was enough to net him a 
place with the England Performance 
Programme. 



LUKE ROONEY: The burgeoning tal¬ 
ent is yet to make his senior debut but 
Luke Rooney has been talked about 
behind the scenes at Gillingham as a hot 
prospect virtually ever since joining the 
club 18 months ago. 

A creative midfielder with an eye for 
spectacular goals, he has impressed for 
the reserves and has had a taste of life in 
the first team after being named in the 
squad for the FA Cup ties against Aston 
Villa and Stockport County. 

Rooney was a key part of the under-18s’ 
run to the third round of the FA Youth Cup, 
where they pushed an expensively assem¬ 
bled Portsmouth all the way at Fratton Park. 
The cup run alerted the attention of several 
Premier League scouts to the potential 
among the youth ranks at Priestfield. 



LISA DOBRISKEY: If 2008 was the 
year Lisa Dobriskey came of age, then 
2009 could see her become a genuine 
world-class athlete. 

After a quiet start to the season, the 
1500 metre runner hit form at just the 
right time, smashing her personal best 
three weeks before the Olympic Games. 

A tactical error saw her just miss out on 
a medal in Beijing as she finished fourth, 
but Dobriskey finished the year on a high 
with wins in one-mile races on the roads 
of Gateshead and New York. 

Long touted as the heir apparent to Kelly 
Holmes’ middle distance crown, if the 
25-year-old can stay clear of injury then 
she should be a contender for the medals 
at the World Championships in Berlin this 
summer. 



TOM SHERREARD: By qualifying and 
finishing in the top 20 at The Open at Royal 
Birkdale last year, Tom Sherreard emerged 
a promising young amateur golfer in 2008. 

The 21 -year-old from Maidstone missed 
out on the silver medal for the top amateur, 
losing out to Chris Wood, who has since 
turned pro. Sherreard finished tied 19th in 
ahead of some illustrious names including 
Ernie Els, Vijay Singh and Justin Rose. 

With the Walker Cup coming up, Sher¬ 
reard is aiming to be picked for the Great 
Britain and Ireland team to battle for the 
trophy. 

The Chart Hills Golf Club member made 
regular appearances for the England ama¬ 
teur side throughout 2008 and is hoping it 
will stand him good stead for the Walker 
Cup selectors. 



DAVID MAYES: Voted in the top 10 
drivers in the country in 2008, rising star 
David Mayes could emerge as the next Kent 
driver to rise through the formulas. 

The 20-year-old from Maidstone dominat¬ 
ed the Caterham Superlight Challenge last 
year, winning 10 of the 12 races after enter¬ 
ing the sport in May. With the cars identical in 
the championship, the emphasis is on the dri¬ 
ver’s skill, which saw Mayes turn heads and 
earn a place in the top 10 national drivers. 

This season, Mayes is switching to the 
Formula Palmer Audi Championship and is 
already targeting a place in the newly- 
formed Formula 2 series. 

This has been stepping stone for a number 
of top drivers including three-time World 
Touring Car champion Andy Priaulx and Kent- 
born Formula One test driver Gary Paffett.

SIMON Willis could be the man 
to step in as Kent’s director of 
cricket if Graham Ford is tempt¬ 
ed to answer England’s call as 
head coach. 

Kent have said they would not stand in 
the way of Ford coaching the national side if 
England see him as the successor to the 
sacked Peter Moores. 

Skipper Rob Key who was again linked 
with the England captaincy before it was 
handed to Andrew Strauss, has pushed the 
claims for the South African to take over as 
England’s head coach. 

Key also said Willis should aim for the pre¬ 
mier coaching role at Kent if Ford was to go. 

Reputation 

He told Kent on Sunday: “Graham Ford is 
the best coach in world cricket, his record 
speaks for itself. He has got to be at the top 
of the pile. 

“It’s his reputation. He is there to help you 
and there is not a single part of him that 
does any of it for his own ego. 

“I don’t know what would happen of Fordy 
was to go, it would be a massive blow. 

“As players we are trying to get in the 
England team and it’s the same for coaches, 
we all want to be moving up the ladder and 
it’s the same for them. It’s no different for 
Simon Willis. Obviously things are pretty 
tight at Kent at the moment and that will

dictate a lot of what goes on at the club for 
the next two years.” 

Ford, who joined Kent in 2005 having pre¬ 
viously coached Natal and later South 
Africa, has already turned down India and 
New Zealand to stay at Canterbury, but the 
lure of coaching England - especially in a 
year that includes the Ashes and the 
Twenty20 World Cup - could be too difficult 
to turn down. 

Willis has worked under Ford as first- 
team coach for the four seasons he has been 
at Kent and can understand why he has 
been courted by international sides. 

“It has got to be his record,” Willis said. 
“When he first started out as a coach he won 
trophies with Natal and then coached South 
Africa where they only lost to Australia. He 
then came to us and has done well, his 
record stands out. 

“Anyone that has ever worked with him 
knows that he is a top-class individual. He is 
not a teacup thrower but manages to get his 
message across so that players know where 
they stand.” 


When asked whether he would want the 
director of cricket role at St Lawrence if Ford 
were to be lured away, Willis, who did the job 
in 2004, responded cautiously. 

“To be fair, I was thrown in at the deep in 
my first year and that was quite interesting 
but I think we will have to wait and see 
what develops,” he said. “Fordy has to be 
offered the opportunity and then it’s a case 
of whether he takes it or not. There’s a lot of 
water to flow under the bridge yet.” 

Former Kent skipper David Fulton played 
under both Ford and Willis and feels that 
both would be up to the job of coaching 
England and Kent respectively. 

He said: “There will certainly be some 
challenges if [Ford] were to be offered the 
job, but he has stayed loyal to Kent stating 
that he has unfinished business and as far 
as that’s concerned, nothing has changed. 

“Simon Willis has been at the club for a 
number of years and if I imagine he is going 
to do the job, now is the time. He has done his 
apprenticeship under Ford and would be a 
chance for the club to promote from within.” 


Bankruptcy not an option, says Stones chief 


MAIDSTONE United chairman 
Paul Bowden-Brown has revealed 
the club needs £32,000 just to 
complete the season - but has 
said taking the Stones into admin¬ 
istration is not an option, writes 
Tom Howard. 

The Maidstone chairman told 
more than 150 fans at an open 
meeting on Wednesday in 
Bearsted, the club would need 
£740,000 to help get the James 
Whatman Way project back up 
and running in a bid for the Stones 
to return to the county town. 

Bowden-Brown announced 
he was putting the club up for 
sale in December last year and 
called on supporters to unite to 
help raise money so the Stones 
can complete their season in 


the Ryman Premier League. 

The chairman revealed funds 
would need to be raised or fur¬ 
ther cut backs taken for the club 
to complete the season, but 
ruled out taking the club into 
administration. 

He said: “A candid answer to 
that is we are £32,000 short for 
this season. We have done the 
cut backs, I can make further 
[cut backs], but what I am say¬ 
ing at the moment is any money 
would help. Whatever money 
we raise through our fundrais¬ 
ing schemes I ask that 50 per 
cent of it will go to the running 
of the club. 

“I could take the club into 
administration and suffer a 10- 
point penalty and we will survive

relegation, but I do not want to 
do that. The players, staff and 
management have been brilliant 
in this difficult situation and I 
feel their hard work getting this 
club where it is should be, 


should not be punished.” 

Investor Oliver Ash, who pur¬ 
chased a 25 per cent stake at 
the club in February worth 
£100,000, will no longer put any 
more money into the club fol¬ 
lowing the failed bid to the 
Football Foundation, and due to 
the current economic downturn. 

However, the club have to 
show Ash they are moving for¬ 
ward otherwise he could call his 
investment back - a move that 
could potentially see the club 
fold. 

Supporters have formed a 
fundraising committee to help 
raise money that would go 
towards helping the club finish 
the season and building their 
ground at James Whatman Way.
